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THE ERIE COUNTY CONVENTION 
IN STALWART HANDS. 
INDEPENDENT REPUBLICANS TAKE LITTLE 

INTEREST IN ITS PROCEEDINGS—DEFER- 
ENCE SHOWN TO INDEPENDENT FEEL- 
ING—CLEVELAND’S POPULARITY. 
BurFFato, Oct. 5.—The Erie County Re- 
publican Convention held here to-day was en- 
tirely in the hands of the managers of the 
Stalwart machine. The Independent Republi- 
cans made no effort to elect delegates and took 
but Jittle interest in the proceedings. During 
the session Canal Appraiser William J. Mor- 
gan, who is in the employ of James 
D. Warren, sat behind the Chairman, 
smoked a cigar, and directed all the 
proceedings. The nominations made were: 
For member of Congress, John F. Moulton; 
for Sheriff, Harry H. Koch; for County Clerk, 
Joseph £. Ewell; for Superintendent of the 
Poor, Thomas W. fuller; for Keeper of the 
Alms-house, Frederick Busch; three Coroners 
and a Justice of Sessions. Resolutions were 
adopted indorsing the State ticket nominated 
at Saratoga and denouncing those Republi- 


cans who refuse to support it as 
guilty of bargaining with Democrats. There 
was discussion of the resolutions, and no oppo- 
sition was manifested to their adoption. Com- 
plete as is their power over the party organi- 
zation, the machine men took some pains to 
select candidates not entirely obnoxious to the 
anti-machine wing of the party. Though the 
county is Republican by aconsiderable majori- 
ty, the futility of nominating thorough ‘* ma- 
thinists” was well understood. The lesson of 
last year, when the machine county ticket was 
buried under adverse majorities ranging from 
5,000 to 8,000, was not forgotten. 

Besides, there is special reason for caution 
this year. ‘Lhe bad methods of the Saratoga 
Conveation have disgusted thousands of Ke- 
publicans. The nomination for Governor by 
the Democrats of the popular Mayor of Buf- 
falo, Grover Cleveland, has made it sure that 
these Republicans will vote the Democratic 
State ticket. If their votes are to be given for 
the Republican county ticket it must be be 
cause that ticket is worthy of them. Seeing 
this, the machine managers some time ago set 
aside their special favorites and began looking 
for candidates acceptable tothe people. The 
nominations for Congress and for Sheriff were 
offered to several Republicans of character 
known to be opposed to the machine and by 
them declined. Finaily the ticket nominated 
to-day was settled upon, and the consent of the 
nominees was secured to make the canvass. 

It is neither a very bad nor a very good 
ticket. Mr. John F. Moulton, the nominee for 
Congress, is new to political life and not iden- 
tified with any faction. He came to Buffalo 
from Michigan in 1871, and has become rich 
out of railroad contracts. He is a clever, 
genial, and popular man, = smart in 
business, but with only a common school 
education and very little information about 
public affairs. When nominated a committee 
was sent to bring him before the convention, 
but he declined to appear, and sent a letter of 
acceptance, which was read to the convention. 
He is most essentially notaspeech-maker. He 
is 41 years old. The nominee for Sheriff, 
Harry H. Koch, also claims to belong to no 
faction. He is an Alderman of the city 
and a political trimmer. The nomination 
for County Clerk of Joseph Ewell is an excel- 
lent one, and satisfactory to everybody. Asa 
whole, the ticket, such as it is, will undoubted- 
ly get many more votes in Erie County than 
will be cast for Folger and Carpenter. Whetb- 
ar it can be elected, however, is extremely 
foubtful. It is not good enough to arouse en- 
thusiasm, and this is going to be an exception- 
al year for bolting in Erie County. 

The feeling in favor of Cleveland for Gov- 
srnor seems to steadily increase, and there is 
no doubt that he will carry the county by a 
large majority.

AT POLITICAL HEAD-QUARTERS. 
& CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESSMAN AT LARGE 
NOT YET SELECTED. 

The gossips have not yet completed their 
list of Republicans who stand a chance of re- 
teiving the nomination for Congressman at 
Large. Two new names are those of Gen. 
Charles K. Grabam, Surveyor of the Port, and 
Col. S. V. R. Cruger, who is a member of Gov. 
Corpell’s statf. Every politician who has a 
friend that has ever acquired the least 
prominence desires the name. of that 
friend published as a likely candidate. 
This list appears to be lengthening. The last 
name to be added to it is that of District At- 


torney Catlin, of Brooklyn. When the propo- 
sition was made to him to take the offer into 
consideration he declined with thanks, Some re- 
grets have been expressed that the committee 
did not fill the vacancy as soon as it was created, 
The habitués of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel were 
somewhat surprised yesterday morning to find 
that Mr. B. Platt Carpenter was missing. Mr. 
Carpenter bad been in the City ever since the 
organization of the State Committee, and 
had come to be looked upon as a regu- 
lar fixture of the head-quarters. His sud- 
den disappearance has, however, been ac- 
counted for. He returned to his home 
in Dutchess County late Wednesday night, 
and yesterday he was reported to be engaged 
in writing his letter of acceptance, It is not 
believed that this will occupy a column of 
tpace, although Mr, Carpenter is said to be de- 
sirous of touching upon many things that have 
of late troubled his mind. it was said at the 
committee’s rooms that the letter might be ex- 
pected to-day or to-morrow at the latest. The 
members scout the idea that he, too, will 
abandon the ticket. They say that it is not 
the custom up in Dutchess County to drop any- 
thing on which his clutches have once been 
fastened. 

Among the visitors to the committee-rooms 
during the day were Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, 
Canal Appraiser William L. Bostwick, and 
Mr. Samuel Wilcox, Chairman of the Tomp- 
kins County Republican Committee. The 
sentiment of Repubiicans in Tompkins appears 
to be in favor of voting for the ticket if they 
vote at all. No arrangements for a mass- 
meeting in this City have yet been made, 
although it is likely that one will be held with- 
in the next 10 days. Although the campaign 
pppears to lag, it cannot be said to be the 
fault of Mr. Smyth, who is doing all that a 
Chairman of the State Committee could do to 
expedite matters, 

The Hon. Sunset Cox beamed upon the 
Democrats at their head-quarters in the Park- 
Avenue Hotel yesterday. He talked glowing- 
ly of the prospects, and believed that nothing 
short of an earthquake could prevent the party 
landing in power at Albany. Ex-State Senator 
Roswell A. Parmpnter came down from Troy, 
and made the hearts of Augustus Scnell and 
Clerk Lamont warm with his acccunts of how 
badly disaffected the Republicans of his 
district are. Mr. Alburtis W. Perry was 
nt the head-quarters, too, looking cleaner and 
prighter than he did when he presented the 
favorable side of Judge Westbrook’s case to 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee in Albany 
last Spring. In order that there may be no 
doubt as to where Democrats will stand on the 
disputed question of ballots for Congressman 
at Large, Clerk Lamont has ordered copies of 
the Attorney -General’s opinion to be struck off 
and distributed through the State.

THE BIG HARBOR GRAB FAVORED. 
THE UNDISGUISED SENTIMENT IN CONGRESS- 
MAN CRAPO’S DISTRICT. 


Faw River, Mass., Oct. 5.—The First Dis- 
trict Republican Congressional Convention to-day 
was very harmonious in its proceedings. It was 
controlied by New-Bedford delegates, and its spirit 
was in direct opposition to that of the Republican 
State Convention, C. B. H. Fessenden, of New- 
Bedford, the Chairman, read a letter from Mr. 
Crapo declining a renomination. Mr. Fessenden, 
after the permanent organizatien was effected, of- 
fered the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

The Repubiicans of the First Congressional District, 
assembled in convention to nominate a candidate 
for Representative in the Forty-eighth Congress to 
succeed the Hon. William H. Crapo, who declines a 
renomination, wishing to express their sense of 
that gentleman’s character and public service, 

Resolved, That they have the fullest cenfidence in 
his abiiity, integrity, and periss; that they are proud 
of the record he has made in Congress, of the high 
position which he took and has maintained among 
his fellows, and, above all, of the fact that no ad- 
verse criticism of any vote of his has suggested a 
doubt of his being influenced by a desire and purpose 
to subserve the public interests, 

Dr. R. T. Davis, of this city, was given the nomi- 
nation by acclamation and made a vigorous speech 
of aeceptance in the following language: “I have 
no hesitation in avowing my convictions to be in 


favor of judicious legislation for the improvement 
of our harbors and navigable rivers and lakes and 
for diminishing the dangers of navigation along our 
extended sea-board. I deem sueb legislation to be 
within the limits of the Constitution and indeed in 
obedience to its requirements and also in accord- 
ance with the uniform practice of the Government, 
in harmony with the traditions and policy of the 
Republican Party, and in the interest of commerce 
and humanity, and even civilization, because every 
civilized State, having a maritime frontier, pro- 
tects the merchant and mariner from the perils 
of its coast and improves its harbors and navi- 
gable waters. Every citizen of this district realizes 
the necessity of such legisiation for the protection 
of life and property along our own extended and 
dangerous coast-line, with its numerous outlying 
islands, bordering upon the great highway of com- 
merce between the north-eastern part of our 
country and Southern New-Englan and the 
Middle and Southern States.” The convention 
then adjourned to partake of dinner at the nomi- 
nee's expense. Judging from the feeling of the 
convention, a most bitter spirit is manifested 
egainst the doings of the Republican State Conven- 
tion, the nominees of which wili not receive the 
undivided Republican vote of this part of the 
State. Butler's chances are daily becoming more 
encouraging, and, owing to the splitinthe Repub- 
lican ranks, it is anticipated he will carry this dis- 
trict with a sweeping majority, 


Boston, Oct. 5.—Dr. Davis isa native of the 
North of Ireland, of Scotch-Irish ancestry, Presby- 
terlan on one side and Quaker on the other. He 
was an early anti-slavery man, and one of the 
earliest of Republicans. He served in the Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1853, in the State 
Senate in 189 and 1861, and in_ the 
National Republican Conventions of 1860 and 1876. 
He has held other offices, including that of Mayor 
of Fall River. In the convention which first nomi- 
nated Mr. Crapo he wasa candidate. He has the 
distinction of being a candidate in the interest 
of whose nomination the poet Whittier not long 
ago published a letter. Dr. Davis, in his speech, 
besides defending legislation for rivers and har- 
bors, expressed himself as in favor of civil service 
reform, anG as opposed to political assessments. 
The resolutions about Mr. Crapo made the signifi- 
cant prediction that one so grandly furnished for 
public service would not long be allowed to stay in 
retirement,

The Democratic State Com- 
mittee, which organized this affair, hoped threugh 
it to enlist the interest of unwary Kepublicans, it 
being given out that there was no political signifi- 
cance whatever in themovement. The true object 
of the originators, however, became known at the 
first preliminary meetings, at which a number of 

2Zepublicans were present. 

Mr. Jobn G. Thompson is taxing his resources to 
the utmost to gain a victory on Tuesday next. Itis 
understood, however, that the managers entertain 
but little hope of electing their State ticket, and 
will direct their efforts toward the election of Con- 
gressmen in the close districts.

The Fifthis the district in which an inde- 
pendent movement is threatened by civil service 
reformers opposed to Congressman Bowman, who 
has been renominated, and the Sixth Is that in 
which the long contest in the Republican convyen- 
tion ended with the defeat of Henry Cabot Lodge 
and the nomination of E. S. Converse, present 


Mayor of Malden. The Fifth District Democrats 
failed to make a nomination, and adjourned one 
week. The failure is due to the refusal of Leopold 
Morse, the present Democratic Congressman from 
the old Fourth District, to stand as a candidate un- 
less he receives satisfactory assurances of support 
from the independent Republicans, as the latter 
have coneluded not to pledge their support to the 
Democratic candidate, but to puta third candidate 
in the field. The Democrats are likely to lose the 
opportunity to profit by Mr. Morse’s popularity. 
Charles Theodore Russell may be nominated in 
this event, as was originally proposed. The civil 
service men will not nominate their candidate 
through a convention, but will select him in a con- 
ference and then request him by letters, numer- 
ously signed, to accept their vote atthe polls. The 
candidate will probably be taken from the Cam- 
bridge portion of the district. Tho Democratic 
convention in the Sixth District nominated on the 
second ballot Daniel W. Lawrence, of Medford, 
one of the tirm of extensive distillers in that town, 
There were several candidates and the convention 
was a breezy one. 

Gen. Butler’s letter of acceptance of hie nomina- 
tion for Governor is promised for Saturday, and 
the campaign tire-works will at once begin.

ENGLAND'S CONTKOL OF MATTERS 
IN EGYPT. 

ARABI DEMANDS TO BB TRIED BY ENGLISH- 
MEN—THE SULTAN ANGRY WITH BAKER 
PASHA— THE NEW GENDARMERI— 
HONORS TO THE BRITISH LEADERS. 

Carro, Oct. 5.—Arabi Pasha demands a 

trial by Englishmen, declaring that he sur- 
rendered to them, and that he would have 
escaped if he had known he was to be tried by 
Egyptians, from whom he expects no mercy. 
Arabi Pasha and Toulba Pasha were to-day 
removed to the Garde Meubles, where the 
other prisoners, numbering 80, were removed 
yesterday. A preliminary examination in 
the case of Arabi Pasha was held secretly to- 
day. His formal trial will be public. 

Large quantities of valuable loot have been 
discovered at Damanhour and other places in 


Egypt. It has been decided to expel from the 
country the Swiss, Ninet, Arabi Pasha’s ad- 
viser, The Khédive will to-morrow sign a de- 
cree rescinding the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of coal and petroleum into Egypt. Sev- 
eral natives convicted of participation in the 
June massacres and sentenced to death will be 
hanged in Alexandria on Saturday. 

The usual yearly caravan, with the sacred 
carpet tor Mecca, started to-day. There was 
a vast concourse of spectators, and a British 
guard of honor was present. All passed off 
quietly. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 5.—The Sultan is 
extremely vexed at the departure of Baker 
Pasha. It is stated that the Governors of 
Smyrna and Rhodes were ordered to arrest 
him, and the Khédive has been commanded to 
send him back. 

VIENNA, Oct. 5.—It is reported that England 
has promised the Khédive to permit the re- 
cruiting of a new Egyptian military force in 
India, provided that the present gendarmerie 
are placed under British officers, 

Lonpon, Oct. 5.—The Corporation of Lon- 
don has decided to present an address of con- 
gratulation to Gen. Wolseley and the freedom 
of the city and a sword of honor to Admiral 
Seymour. Gen. Wolseley has already received 
the freedom of the city. 

Paris, Oct. 5.—The Telegraph announces 
that Gen. Billot, Minister of War, accompa- 
nied by a high officer of the Foreign Office, has 
gone to London as Minister Pienipotentiary 
in connection with the settlement of the 
Egyptian question. 

M. de Lesseys has telegraphed to the Presi- 
dent of the court-martial at Cairo by which 
Arabi Pasha is to be tried, testifying that 
during the war Arabi exerted himself to main- 
tain the neutrality of the Suez Canal, and that 
he protected the lives and interests of several 
Europeans in Egypt. 

The Temps says England entertains a plan 
for the reorganization of the financial affairs 
of Egypt by the suppression of the Control 
and an extension of the powers of the Public 
Debt Commission. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 6.—A dispatch from Alexan- 
dria says that Arabi Pasha has telegraphed 
there for counsel. The persons applied to de- 
cline to defend him, it is said, because they are 
afraid of losing their clients. Arabi will, 
therefore, probably be convicted with ease. 

The following dispatch comes from Cairo: 
‘An important phase of the political 
situation here is the growing difference be- 
tween the Egyptian Ministers in regard to 
the future form of Government. One party 
favors an autocratic system for some years, 
and another party advocates the retention 
and development of the system established 
under the first Constitution.”’ 

A dispatck from Berlin says: ‘‘ The negoti- 
ations of the powers on the Egyptian question 
are advancing favorably. The exertions ot 
Germany to bring about a friendly under- 
standing between the powers most interested 
in the Eastern question are meeting with 
much success,’’ 

A dispatch from Cairo says the Khédive 
will give medals tothe entire British Army 
engaged in the Egyptian campaign. Those 
for the soldiers will be of copper and those for 
the officers of silver. 
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PROGRESS OF IRISH AGITATION. 

THE COMING CONFERENCE—SUSPECTED MUR- 
DERERS ARRESTED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 5.—There is consternation 
among Parnellites, owing to report that, on 
the recommendation of Archbishop McCabe, 
the Irish Catholic Hierarchy, now in session, 
has refused to allow priests to attend the forth- 
coming conference. A correspondent at Dub- 


lin says he has good reason to believe that the 
proposed national convention will be post- 
poned, 

Mr. Dillon, in reply to a resolution of the 
Liverpool Land League requesting him to re- 
consider the resignation of his seat in Parlia- 
ment, writes that he will give the matter his 
earnest attention, and says that nothing but 
ill-health could have caused him to quit poli- 
tics.

Sr. PererssurG, Oct. 5.—The Turkestan 
Gazette states that the Afghan troops have re- 
volted against the Ameer. 

The Nihilists Nagormey and Jewsejeff, the 
commutation of whose death sentences by the 
Czar was made public yesterday, were con- 
cerned in the assassination of a Police spy six- 
teen months ago. 

Romr, Oct, 5.—The King has signed a de- 
cree dissolving the Chamber of Deputies. The 
elections for the new Chamber will be held at 
the end of October. 

Lonpon, Oct. 5.—The Consul-General of the 
Argentine Republic here writes to the 7imes 
that he has received a letter from President 
Roca declaring that there is nothing to justify 
fear of an interruption of the friendly rela- 
tions between the republic and Brazil. 

ManpRID, Oct. 5.—The grant of 80,000,000 
pesetas asked for in a bill drafted by the Min- 
ister of Marine is to be devoted to the purchase 
of two iron-clads of the Inflexible type, which 
are to be constructed in England. The bill 
will be presented in the Cortes at the opening 
of the session. 

The Council of Ministers has decided to re- 
fuse the offer of the Sultan of Morocco of a 
strip of territory around Ceutain return for 
the retrocession by Spain of the Island of Santa 
Cruz de la Mar, on the Atlantic coast of 
Morocco. 

Sefior Camacho, Minister of Finance, to-day 
informed the Council of Ministers that the ex- 
penditure for the first half of the present 
financial year balanced the revenue for that 
period, and that the receipts exceeded the ex- 
pendicure in several Provinces. 

Lisson, Oct. 5.—The Hon. John M. Francis, 
the new American Minister, had an audience 
with the King to-day. 

ATHENS, Oct. 5.—The Porte has promised 
Greece that it will order the Turks to evacuate 
the ceded points on the frontier, including 
Gouniliza, on Thursday.

PECULIARITIES OF THE COMET. 


—_——_——. 


THE NUCLEUS SAID TO BE BREAKING UP— 


IT8 PERIOD ABOUT NINE YEARS, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 5,—This morning 
at 4:30 o’clock, Mr. E. E. Barnard, ‘of this city, dis- 
covered that the nucleus in Crul’s comet had sepa- 
rated into three unequal fragments, the Jargest 
being estimated at 15,000 miles in length, and the 
spaces between the fragments of the nucleus are 
estimated at not less than 2,000 miles. Yesterday 


morning Mr. Barnard observed that the nucleus 
had assumed the form of along strip not less than 
24,000 miles in length and 3,000 in breadth. 


Cincinnati, Oct. 5.—Prof. Wilson, of the 
Cincinnati Observatory, corroborates the state- 
ment coming from Nashville of the separation of 
the nucleus of the comet this morning into three 
unequal fragments. His estimate of their size and 
distance apzrt agrees with that made at Nasa&ville. 
The disturbanee makes no difference in the appear- 
ance of the comet to the naked eye. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A more accurate ob- 
servation of the comet was obtained this morning, 
at the Naval Observatory, by Prof. Frisby, than on 
any previous dav, with the exception of the transit 
circle observations by Profs. Skinner and Winlock 
on Sept. 20 and 21. The position of the comet this 
morning agreed well with the place previously com- 
puted for it by Messrs. Skinner and Winlock. It 
was observed carefully from about 4:30 until 
6 A. M. No appearance of a= split in 
the nucleus was observed, although the 
light from it was fainter in some portions than in 
others, but as far as observed the light was con- 
tinuous, A well-known star was observed in the 
same field of view with the comet, thus affording 
a definitely known point from which to base 
measurements of distances. The physical appear- 
ance of the comet was asfollows: The tall was 17° 
or 18° leng, the nucleus somewhat longer than on 
other mornings, and slightly more spread out, with 
a small central condensation, about three-quarters 
of itslength from the end nearestthetail. This 
observation, it is thought by Profs. Hall, Frisby, 
and others, will be very useful for further calcula- 
tions on the orbit of this interesting comet, and 
for deciding the question of its periodic time 
around the sun. 


Boston, Oct. 5.—The investigations made at 
Harvard College Observatory seem to indicate be- 
yond question that the bright comet now visible is 
one of short period, and that its return, after it 
disappears, may be expected in e'ght or nine years. 
An elliptic orbit has been computea by Messrs. 
Chandler and Wendell, giving a period of eight and 
one-half years and the following elements: Peri- 
helion passage, September, 17 days, 4 hours, 45 
minutes, Greenwich mean time; longitude of peri- 
helion, 58° 81’; longitude of node, 346° 36’; eccen- 
tricity, 0.9979; perihelion distance, 0.00878. These 
results, although only approximate, are the best 
yet obtained, and permit of this, the earliest, an- 
nouncement of periodicity yet made, but further 
observations are needed before the period may be 
considered as very aecurately determined,

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THE STAR ROUTE INQUIRY 


THE MATTERS NOW BEFORE THE 
GOVERNMENT OFFICERS. 

THE EXAMINATION OF THE BRIBERY CASES 
—THE ARBITRATION IN THE SALISBURY 
AND PARKER CHARGES—A WESTERN 
EDITOR’S LITTLE 8CHEME TO. BENEFIT 
HIMSELF. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 5.—Mr. Merrick, who 
represents the Attorney-General in the prose- 
cution of the star route cases, returned to this 
city to-day. He declined to make any state- 
ment for publication, but it is apparent from 
conversation with bim that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, while taking needed and well-earned rest 
in the North, has been much more ac- 
tively engaged in the prosecution of the 


‘inquiry concerning the charges of bribery 


than the public may have supposed. Ina few 
days the result of the inquiry will be made 
known, and important developments are con- 
fidently expected. Some comment has been 
made in reference to the failure of counsel for 
the Government to strike Mr. Dickson from 


the list of jurors by peremptory challenge at 
the beginning of the recent trial. The Gov- 
ernment had the privilege of challenging only 
three of the panel, while the decision of Judge 
Wylie gave to the defendants the right of 32 
challenges. It is very well known here that 
the power of challenging peremptorily, as ex- 
ercised by counsel for the Government, was 
wisely applied to men who, as counsel had 
good reason to believe, were absolutely in the 
interest of the defense. In support of this, it 
can be said that one of the very men thus chal- 
lenged by the Government is now charged, by 
aflidavits of unquestioned veracity, with hav- 
ing attempted during the progress of the trial 
to corrupt by an offer of money one of the 
jurors who was sworn and who served. 

Several weeks after the beginning of the re- 
cent star route trial, the Government, through 
Mr. George Bliss, its counsel, agreed with the 
great star route combinations controlled by the 
Salisburys and the Parkers, to submit to three 
arbitrators the questions arising concerning 
their service. These arbitrators were to be Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General Elmer, Mr. 
Bliss, or some one chosen by him, and 
Mr. Robert G. Ingersgll or some one chosen by 
him. Mr. Elmer has returned to the city and 
was at his office to-day. In reply to a ques- 
tion asked by THE TIMES’s correspondent he 
said that he had received no official notifica- 
tion of his selection to be an arbitrator, al- 
though he had been informally told by repre- 
sentatives of each side that he was expected to 
serve in sucha position. It followed, of course, 
— no arbitration proceedings had taken 
place, 

The discoveries made by the Post Office De- 
partment in reiation to the fictitious or worth- 
jess bids for star service submitted by A. B. 
Cornell, the editor of a newspaper in Russell 
County, Kan., in the name of E. G, Liscom, 
an entirely fictitious person, show that Cornell 
and his companions must have been remarka- 
bly stupid. The bids were submitted in the 
Fall of 1881, after the straw bond menin Phil- 
adelphia had been arrested and the dangers 
attending such work fully set forth to the pub- 
lic. Itis said that Cornell had been for some 
years a contractor ina small way, so that he 
was acquainted with the requirements of the 
department. There seems to have been no 
connection between him and more powerful 
contractors, and it seems plain that be was 
violating the law only for his own benefit. It 
is supposed that he submitted the bids as an 
experiment, intending to take the routes and 
perform service on them if he could sublet 
them ata profit, and to abandon them if he 
could not do this, Confessions of the persons 
interested make a strong case for the Govern- 
ment,

COL. HOUGHTON’S DEFENSE. 
a Re 
THE PERTH AMBOY COLLECTOR PLACING 
ALL THE BLAME ON HIS DEPUTY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 5.—The trial of Col. 
Charles H. Houghton, Collector of the port of 
Perth Amboy, for transmitting false and fraudu- 
lent vouchers to the Secretary of the Treasury 
with intent to defraud the Government, was con- 
tinued before the United States!District Court to- 
day. The principal witness for the Government 
was the Deputy Collector, J. Kearney Smith, who, 
with Col. Houghton and Inspector of Customs 
Hopper, is also under indictment for conspiracy 
and embezzlement, Smith’s testimony was sub- 
stantially a confession that the vouchers for boat- 
men’s pay had been continually forged and 


falsified for the past seven years. He 
said that he forged the _ signatures of 
fietitious persons, as well as residents of Ocean 
and Monmouth Counties, to the pay rolls. and 
placed various amounts on the roll to bring the ex- 
penses up to about the allowance made for that 
service, which was $300 per quarter, All this he 
alleged was done by direction of the Collector, 
with whom he says he divided fees for measuring 
barges and boats. On cross-examination he ad- 
mitted being raised in a Christian family, and that 
he knew right from wrong, and did not think until 
the fraud was discovered that he was committing 
acrime. His answers to Mr. A. V. Schenck, of 
Houghton's counsel, were given very hesitatingly, 
and exhibited great animosty to the defendant. 
After the examination of several Government em- 
ployes from Washington and the offering of sundry 
pay rolls, books, &c., the Government rested its 
case. 

Mr. MacSherry opened for the defense, stating 
that it would be shown that the defendant had 
transmitted the rolls tothe Treasury Department 
after he had certified them, believing that they 
were correet, and that the money was used in the 
service of the Customs Department. The defend- 
ant, Col. C. H. Houghton, tookthe stand. He has 
only one leg, having lost the other in front of 
Petersburg. He testified that Smith was in the of- 
fice when he took charge of it, and that Smith in- 
formed him that the Deputy took charge of paying 
the boatmen, and that Smith prepared the rolls. 
He (Houghton) had never directed the rolis to be 
falsified or the signatures to be _ forged, 
nor did he know that it had been 
done. He certified the rolls to be true, 
because Smith had certified that he had 
sworn each person whose name was entered on 
the pay rolls to the correctness of his account, and 
did not doubt, until the investigation was made by 
the special agents of the department, but that 
Smith was honest. As soon as he found out to the 
contrary he suspended him. It was customary to 
charge car and carriage fare, as well as incidental 
expenses, to the boat account, as there was no 
other appropriation to which it could be charged. 
Owing to a death in Judge Nixon’s family the case, 
by consent of counsel, was continued until Tues- 
day next, 
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A FAITHLESS EMPLOYEE CAUGAT.

A PITTSBURG . FIRM ROBBED OF OVER 
$30,000. 

PiTTspuRG, Oct. 5.—Mr. Davis Barbour, a 
Drominent business man who for many years has 
been General Manager and Financial Superintend- 
ent of the extensive flouring mills of Marshall, 
Kennedy & Co., in this city, has been arrested upon 
an information made by the senior member of the 
firm upon a eharge of larceny. For some years 


past the firm have believed that the returns made 
for eash collections were not equal to the amount 
of flour manufactured and turned out for 
home sales. At the same time Mr._ Bar- 
bour, it is now alteged, was so manipulating 
the finances that he was the last one in the employ 
of the firm whom they suspeeted. That there was 
wrong somewhere became so palpable, however, 
that the firm concluded to engage a Pinkerton de- 
tective. The officer was employed as a roustabout 
in the mill, and for six weeks has been watching 
Mr. Barbour, and has at last succeceed in fastening 
the crime upon him. 

Barbour’s method of robbing his employers was 
quite simple. It was arule of the firm that all city 
deliveries should be cash: Barbour would have a 
wagon loaded with, say, 20 barrels of flour; he would 
make the colleetions and would only enter on the 
books an account for 12 barrels. As a matter of 
course, the cash collections would appear correct 
and Barbour would pocket the amount? collected 
on the other eight barrels. He has in this manner 
stolen between $30,000 and $40,000. It is asserted 
that Mr. Barbour, on a salary of about $1,200 a 
year, has saved sufficient to invest in Government 
bonds to the extent of some $60,000.

PERU TREATING FOR PEACE. 


PRESIDENT CALDERON AND MINISTER LOGAN 
IN AREQUIPA. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 5.—Sefior Elmore, the 
Peruvian Minister in Washington, received this 
evening a cable dispatch from Guyaquil, Ecuador, 
dated to-day, advising him that Sefior Garoia Cal- 
deron, the constitutional President of Peru, (who 
during the last 11 months has been a prisoner in 
Chili.) and Dr. Logan, the newly arrived United 


States Minister in Chili, are in Arequipa, Peru, 
treating for peace. In commenting to-night upon 
the important intelligence contained in the tele- 
gram above referred to, Minister Elmore said 
that Arequipa is the well-known city in the in- 
terior otf Southern Peru which was lately 
made the seat of the Peruvian Government by 
Vice-President Montero, who has been acting as 
President of Peru since the carrying away of 
President Calderon on Nov. 6 last. Minister EI- 
more said the news did not much surprise him, 
because ke had been expecting something of the 
kind in view of toe solid union of the Peruvians 
under the provisional Government of Calderon, of 
the loyal attitude of Bolivia as Peru’s ally, and of 
the firm positien occupied by the United States 
during the whole war as an impartial friend of all 
the belligerents. He had always believed, he said, 
that a lasting peace could be made only by the 
Calderon Governwent} under the auspices of the 
United States.

CHICAGO MARKETS ACTIVE 


A GENERAL REVIVAL OF CONFI- 
DENCE IN LHADING LINES. 
WHEAT AND OATS LOW ENOUGH—CORN AND 
PROVISIONS SCARCE—PRICE OF BOART 

OF TRADE MEMBERSHIPS INCREASED, 

CuicaGo, Oct. 5.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were active to-day aud nearly ail stronger. 
A general revival of confidence in the lead- 
ing lines, a firmer tone in breadstuffs in Eng- 
land, while the belief that corn is not ‘* panning 
out’? so well as was expected, were the points of 
strength. These were emphasized by light receipts 
of grain, except barley, while it was believed that 
leading capitalists control the provisions, the small 
stocks of which are growing rapidly less. The 
feeling in regard to the situation is tersely stated 
thus: ** Wheat and oats are low enough; corn and 
provisions are scarce.” 

Hog products were active and strong in an irreg- 
ular way early, but more steady after about 11 
o’clock. Liverpool revorted lard 6d. higher, and 
the strength in corn did the rest. It was, however, 
reported that pork is moving out in barrels and 
boxes ‘‘strips’ at a rate which will leave none 
here by the end of the month, and they say that a 
short line of 500,000 barrels for November can 
scarcely be filled from 400,000 hogs, fuily a quar 


ter of which will be taken for shipment East, 
There is also no trouble now in regard 
to the quantity of packers. Lard and meats aré 
very scarce, while the conviction is growing that 
strong parties control the deal on the nearel 
months all round. Henee a better demand to-day, 
the shorts filling freely on the near futures, whiil¢ 
speculators were investigating in the longer ones, 
Pork advanced on ’Change 274 cents, closing at $23, 
the highest point; November advanced 17% een 
closing easier at $21 65, and January advanced 12: 
cents the first three months of next year, all closing 
at $17 421g. Seller, the year, sold up 1744 cents 
early, then fell back 15 cents, and recovered iu 
sympathy with other futures. Lard advanced 13 
cents on the near futures, a at $13 asked fot 
this month and $12 60 asked for November. Janu- 
ary eased off 244 cents, and then advanced only 3 
cents, while March advanced 734 cents, closing at 
$11 70 asked, being 5 cents above January, owing 
to a good local demand for the later month. Ribs 
advanced 1714 cents for October and 30 cents on 
November, the latter closing at 12 cents loose. 
There was not much doing in other cuts, but they 
were very strong. 

The afternoon tone was easier on the near fu- 
tures in pork, on October lard and meats, while the 
long futures on pork and lard were firmer. Wheat 
was more active and irregularly stronger. The re- 
ceipts were again light and the British telegrams 
noted an improving tone, while there were some 
export orders here for red and No. 3 Winter and 
Spring. Red advanced 14% cents on ’Change, under 
a good shipping demand, touching $1 tor the first 
time this month, while No. 8 Spring advanced 
1 cent for the same reason, and No. 2 Spring 
and No. 3 Winter advanced about 4% cent. The 
market for this month advanced % cent, and for 
November 114 eents, closing at 9474 cents and 9534 
cents bid, respectively. Futures advanced slug: 
gishly till near the close, there being little outside 
demand ; they went up simply because of the better 
shipping demand for spot and in sympathy with 
corn. The majority of the crowd seemed to 
regard it as only local bulge till near 1 
o’clock, when shorts began to fill some 
of them in an excited way. The falling off 
in receipts since September deliveries were 
completed isa we to mapy in the trade. They 
had expected a full movement from first hands ali 
through this month. On afternoon call the mar 
ket was easier, November closing \ to 34 cen§ 
easier. Corn wasactive and very strong. Futures 
advanced 46 cent from the latest price,on the curb- 
stone, of Wednesday, but 1 cent beyond the regu« 
lar closing prices of thatday. ‘Change closings 
were 6244 cents on October and November, and 
5614 cents forthe year. The latter advanced 134 
cents, and May a littl more than 1 cent, 
the longer futures being in much better 
demand. Our receipts were again small. and the 
British markets were quoted firmer, while there 
was a growing disposition to believe that the cur 
rent crop has been overrated. Reports from Iowa 
stated that the corn there has shrunk much more 
than was thought, and atour of inspection through 
this State was followed by the deelaration that 
Illinois will furnish practically no No. 2 corn to 
market on this side of January. The result wasa 
better demand, which was freely met for an hour 
andahalf by parties who have recentiy bought, 
but they hauled off later. Some of the demand was 
on country account. 

The proposition to raise the Board of Trade 
membership fee from $5,000 to $10,000 was passed 
upon to-day by a viva voce vote and declared to 
be accepted without amendment. The question 
will be sumitted to a formal ballot on Saturday. 
It was the opinion of many at the meeting thata 
previous motion to table the subject was carried 
by a fair majority, but in the tremendous uproar 
of voices on both sides the Chairman was in doubt. 

McCormick, Adams & Co., in their circular of to- 
day. say: ‘‘Itis very confidently believed that the 
court will render a decision on Saturday dismissing 
the injunction suits that were brought to prevent 
the Board of Trade from enforcing the fulfiliment 
of contracts and disciplining defaulters. This is 
having a healthy effect on our markets, which were 
greatly demoralized and depressed by the situation 
forced on the board by a few repudiators. Our 
markets all ruled strong and higher to-day, with 
more activity and confidence in speculative circles, 
and if the Board of Trade is allowed by the courts 
to attend to its own business—a chartered right— 
Chicago will readily convince the world that she 
not only has ample facilities for handling the entire 
surplus of the cereal and provisions crops of thd 
West, but can pay the highest prices, and in doin 
so will endeavor to get the most that can bé ha 
for our surplus products, instead of trying to sell 
them for the least they will bring.” 


A GIRL BROUGHT UP IN CRIM 


PLEADING GUILTY TO THIRTEEN INDICT 
MENTS FOR BURGLARY. 

CuricaGo, Oct. 5.—Jobn, Ellen, and Mary 
Morris were before the Criminal Court this morr- 
ing to reeeive senteree. Mary, the daughter, 14 
years old, had pleaded guilty to 13 indictments for 
burglary and larceny. The others had pleaded not 
guilty to the same number of indictments for re- 
ceiving stolen goods. The evidence in all these 
cases was heard on Wednesday. Ellen Morris, the 
mother of the family, begged for leniency in her’ 


own case, deelaring that she did not know the 
things were stolen whieh her daughter 
brought home. “It is useless for you to 
plea innocence to me,’ said the court, 
“for [know youare guilty. The officers testified 
that they took a full wagon-load of stolen clothing 
out of your bedroom and stolen rings of your 
fingers.

hold you responsible for having trained your own 
child upin crime. I sentence you to a term of 
three years and six months in the penitentiary, 
and this you may regard as an exceedingly licht 
sentence considering the enormity of the crime, 
for which it is given. I make it so! 
light on account of the two little boys you have at 
home. This is ‘one of tthe most astounding cases 
I have ever heard,” Judge Moran continued. “ This 
little girl confesses to having committed in the 
night time almost innumerable daring burglaries. 
Whoever stood behind her to urge her on was well 
skilled in that class of work. The only place ta 
which I can send this littie girl is to the House of 
Correction. It is an amazing thing that there is no 
reformatory for girls in this great State of Ilinois. 
I hope that the newspapers and everybody will 
agitate the pressing need of sueh an institution un- 
til it is supplied. I sentence this little girl, much 
to my regret, upon two indictments against her, to 
two terms of one year each in the House of Cor- 
rection.”

CUTLERS AND THEIR FEAST

WATURE OF A PECULIAR SHEF- 
FIELD INSTITUTION. 
BEARING IT HAS ON ENGLISH NATIONAL 
POLITICS—AT ODDS WITH MR. GLAD- 
STONE—HISTORY OF THE @GUILD—THE 
TOWN AND SOME OF ITS MEN. 
Lonpon, Sept. 22.—Readers of English 
newspapers have lately seen long reports of 
the speeches at what isknown as “The Cut- 


lers’ Feast,’’ a famous annual gathering which 
takes place at Sheffield, and cften strikes the 
key-note of imperial as well as local politics. 
Prior to the reunion of this year paragraphs 
vent the round of the press stating that Shef- 
field, for her political sins, would not be hon- 


ored by the attendance of any of her Majesty's 


Ministers, one of whom sits as member of Par- 
fiament for this well-kmown centre of the 
steel trade. After the feast the _lo- 
cal. journals charged the Daily News with 
neglecting to report one of the post-prandial 
orations because it hit the Ministry very hard 
on the question of Egypt. These wayside in- 
cidents and the status of the new Master Cut- 
ler give this year’s feast a distinct interest that 
is not confined tc this side of the Atlantic. 
Moreover, the Cutlers’ Company is a most an- 
cient and characteristic corporation, the his- 
tory and peculiarities of which none of the 
newspapers in their reports of the feast appear 
to have recapitulated. They take it for grant- 
ed that everybody knows all about the guild. 
The truth is, very little is known concerning 
it outside its own archives and members’ re- 
ports, and I propose, with the assistance of 
some facts gleaned on the spot during a recent 
visit to Sheffield, to give you a few notes and 
details that I trust will prove interesting. 

The feast went off extremely well. Indeed, 
for a venerable penitent, shivering in the white 
sheet and standing in shoes lined with peas, it 
was distinguished by a strangely generous 
board, and a roystering, good-humored time. 
Sheffield bas never been on good terms with 
the Liberal leaders since the Paradise-square 
coup in January, 1878, when the ‘‘ Jingo’’ host 
overwhelmed a Radical indignation meeting 
against the ‘six millions,’ and started the 
chorus with which the country serenaded 
Lords Beacoasfield and Salisbury when they 
caine back from Berlin. Two years later the 
same hostile spirit broke all the traditions of 
Sheffield, and gave Mr. Mundella a Con- 
servative colleague, In that year the senior 
member made his appearance at the cutlers’ 
feast as a representative of the Government, 
and garianded the Ministry with compliments 
so clumsy that some ill-wred diners made coun- 
ter demonstrations with the glass and cutlery 
before them, Mr. Mundelia, losing his usual 
tact, resented the affront and has declined sub- 
sequent invitations. The feast has for more 
than a quarter of a century been distinguished 
for its political sword-play, but since Mr. Roe- 
bucik’s light rapier disappeared from the arena, 
and the new Vice-President of the Council has 
been a leading performer, party passion has 
taken a more vulgar turn, whieh is mainly at- 
tributable to the circumstance that the latter 
right honorable gentleman is a showy athlete, 
who will use the butt of a musket whenever he 
can get within arm’s length of an opponent. 
This is, briefly, why the chief political guests 
of the Master Cutler were Mr. James Lowther, 
the Conservative ex-Irish Secretary, and Sir 
Thomas Brassey, K. C. B., a Lord of 
the Admiralty and a_ genuine sea-dog, 
who talked of armor-clads and = guns. 
Mr. Albert Jowitt, the new Master Cutler, is 
largely connected by business ties with the 
United States and Canada. Heis the princi- 
pal partner in a firm whose tool steel and 
hand-cut files are nearly al. sent across the 
Atlantic. A mean of modest cast and culti- 
vated tastes, he has never thrown himself into 
public life, and his chief cares are the welfare 
ot hearth and home, and the good name of the 
firm which his father founded. Even in the 
iron and steel trade af home he is not the 
conspicuous figure which the standing of bis 
concern would lead one to expect. The quar- 
terly meetings in the Midlands know him ne6, 
and he is not a regular frequenter of the other 
gatherings at which men of metal congregate. 
The truth is his fellow-partner and younger 
brother, Mir. T.W. Jowitt, chiefly represents the 
jirm on ’Change, the Master Cutler contenting 
himself with keeping touch with his American 
clients. For 20 years he has made an annual 
journey to your side of the Atlantic, and the 
New World has no mere sincere or sympa- 
thetic admirer. The business of which he is 
the head was-founded in 1548. The best steel 
and the best files are now, as they were theh, 
the staple productions of the firm, which rose 
nnd prospered on the simpie principle whieh 
underlies the success of so many other old 
Sheffield firms—sterling material and honest 
workmanship. 

ihe Cutiers’ Company of Sheffield is a cor- 
poration which, chartered by a special act of 
Parliament in 1624 for the behoof of the trade 
and its craftsinen, and especially directed 
against ‘deceitful and tnworkmanly wares,” 
hus of late years settled down to the simple 
functions of granting and supervising trade- 
marks and dining heavily on the first Thurs 
day in September. For a period in the eariier 
part of the seventeenth century the interests of 
the trade were presided over by a ‘‘ jury of cut- 
lers” sitting at the court Jeet of the manor, and 
under the control of the Earl of Shrewsbury, the 
Jord thereof. lt was the business of this judi- 
cial body to assign marks, enrolindentures of 
apprenticeship, and levy fines for breaches ot 
regulations, and one of the edicts of the pater- 
sal council was that no person should perform 
*“‘any worke apperteynninge to the said 
scyence or mysterye of cutlers’” for 28 days 
after Aug. 8 in each year, nor from Christmas 
to Jan. 28, but should “apply themselves to 
other labors.’? The object of this quaint pro- 
hibition is not made clear by the historian 
whom [have consulted. Possibly the ‘* jury 
of cutlers’ had a rude notion of restricting 
production, but at all events something of the 
same curious fear of overwork is to be traced 
in the staple trade of Sheifield to-day. The 
worker in iron and steel, from the armor- 
plate roller to the pen-blade forger, does not 
svork of Monday. Localiy the day is called 
**Saint” Monday, andif he turn up any time 
before midday on ‘tuesday the man 1s acceunt- 
ed a highly industrious artisan. It would, per- 
haps, be to ‘‘ consider too curiously’’ to inquire 
whother he “applies himself to other labors’’ 
between noon on Saturday end noon 6n Tues- 
day, but it is to be observed that all the great 
iocal sporting fixtures begin on the first day 
of the week. No one ever found one of the 
famous ‘Sheffield handicaps” down for a 
‘ater May in the week than Tuesday, while the 
Yorkshire County Cricket Committee will ac- 
pept no engagement for Brama!l-lane that does 
not open on Monday morning. The incorpora- 
tion of the Cutlers’ Company in its present 
form dates from 1624, when Sir John Saville 
ovtammed an ‘* Act for the good order and gov- 
‘rnment of the makers of knives, sickles, 
shears, scissors, and other cutlery wares in 
}iallamshire.’’ The statute conferred sundry 
powers and privileges on the company, which 
gre now neither exercised nor required, but 
they were all directed toward what was con- 
ceived to be the best interests of the trade, and 
the trades-tnions which the men formed, as the 
barrier between employers and employed, 
grew wider, undoubtedly drew their principles 
and their spirit of exclusiveness from this ini- 
tial step in protection. The act provided for 
the appointment of 33 functionaries to manage 
the affairs of the company. Of these one was 
the Master Cutler, two were Wardens, six 
Searchers, and 24 Assistant Searchers. The 
same Board of Management exists to-day. but 
most of its original functions have either lapsed 
through natural changes or been abandoned 
by choice. ‘The Searchers had power to enter 
suspected premises and seize ‘‘decoitful and 
auworkmanly wares,” and the Master Cutler 
was authorized publicly to break them up on 
the steps of Paradise-square; but the Search- 
ers no longer search and the Master's retribu- 
tive hammer has not been seen for more than 
a generation, The chief practical functions 
of the company now are the granting and 

rotection of trade-marks, and in this respect 
ts powers and influence are likely to be 
widened by contemplated changes in the 
Trade-mark’s Registration act of 1875. Before 
Sheftield was made an incorporated borough 
fat the time of the Reform bill) the Master 
Cutler enjoyed all the dignity and authority 
pertaining to the office of chief citizen, and he 
was ‘“‘advanced to the dignity of returnin 
officer” by the Reform bill on the occasion o 
the first Parliamentary election in Sheffield. 
The municipal glory of the office has, however, 
departed, but Sheffielders still _regerd their 
pair of eminent citizens as twin dignitaries, 
having equal claims to homage and equally 
desirable “‘ patrons’ for local enterprises, 

Sheffield is not a picturesque town ; but it is 
set in the midst of a beautiful country which 
is known to novel readers as Hallamshire ; and 
it is close by Sheffield that Mr. Ruskin has 
pstablished his art musauin. 


he natives are 


intenseiy political, You would hear more 
about the istry and learn more of Con- 
servative and Liberal tactics in a Sheffield 
tavern or bar parlor after working hours over 
one glass of whisky than you would hear in a 
London smoking-room in a month, At the 
present time the mistakes of Gladstune in con- 
vection with Egypt and the brilliant successes 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley are the chief 
topics; and the leading’ points are 
now and then aptly illustrated by reference to 
*‘Jemmy Lowther’s” speech at the cutlers’ 
feast, and_the shrewd sayings of Sir Thomas 
Brassy. The late Mr. Roebuck was eminently 
representative of the ‘‘ pluck” that is manifest- 
ed im Sheffield politics. Mr, Mundella has in 
his composition much of the ‘strong-headed- 
ness’’ of the place; but he is entirely wantin 
in tact, and is inclined to be ‘‘haughty” and 
‘“‘overbearing.’’ Thackeray and Dickens were 
both entertained at cutlers’ feasts, and eae. 
were both greatly impressed by the hospitali- 
ty, enterprise, and wealth of the black and 
busy borough, I often think that the spirit of 
the newspapers of a town is one of the easiest 
and quickest indications of its character. 
Journalism at Sheffield is very lively and 
full of enterprise. It has special corre- 
spondents at tbe seat of war, its sheets 
are large and far more ‘*newsy’”’ than 
the London papers. There are no provincial 
journals that fight each other more energeti- 
cally than the Sheffield Ve/egraph and the 
Sheffield /naependent, both great papers, con- 
ducted by wealthy and enterprising chiefs. 
The other night in a small circle of Sheffield- 
ers Lheard the North Times and the Latest 
News, of Manchester, discussed with great 
fervor, for Sheffield ‘‘lovesa fight.”? In the 
meantime a notable outceme of the success of 
the Manchester morning paper is a new Lon- 
don project. The extreme section of the Rad- 
ical Party is dissatisfied with the Daily News, 
and it is understood that they have bought 
the Eeho, which is shortly to be published as a 
half-penny morning paper. 


CINCINNATI DIAMOND ROBBERY. 


NINE THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH STOLEN IN 


THER EXPOSITION, 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

A diamond robbery almost unparralleled in 
this city for boldness and neatness in plan of ex- 
ecution occurred yesterday morning in the main 
hall of the Exposition Buildings. Nearly $9,000 
worth of gems were taken from the display show- 
case of Clemens Oskamp, the Vine-street jeweler, 
some {time, it appears, between 8:35 A. M. and 
9:05 or 9:10 A. M. There is not the slightest clew 
to the perpetrator at present, although several 
persons were taken into custody and held by the 


Police on suspicion for a eonsiderable length of 
time, and subsequentiy released on their identity 
being established. Oskamp's display is almost in 
he centre of the Music Hall. The ease is a large 
double one, and between the two compartments 
which contain silverware rests a show-case upon 
a table which does not reach above the breast 
of an ordinary-sized man. This case is prob- 
ably five feet long by three feet wide, and a 
foot deep. In it aro three trays covered with red 
velvet. The middle tray contained the diamonds, 
and on the others are a number of valuablo 
watches. Entrance is effected into the case by 
lifting up the entire top, which 1s fastened by two 
very small padlocks. It is not an easy thing for 
one man to lift the top, as itis very heavv. The 
locks are about the size of the end of a man's 
thumb. ‘They are known as English steel padlocks, 
and Mr. Oskamp saysthey are very fine and diffi- 
cult to open. They wero purchased at a Main- 
street hardware store. The keya are smaller than 
a watch-key, and different. The staples are of 
blue steel, and riveted on the inside. Ifa thief had 
no keys to these locks, which, however, are not 
difficult to get, it certainly does not appear that he 
would find much trouble in picking or demolish- 
ing the tiny things. 

The theft, according to the stories of the Exposi- 
tion Police, officials, and others employes, was first 
discovered by some scrub woman. Officer Arm- 
strong, as was his usual custom in the morning, 
went to Wayne's staud, where he got some stuff 
with which to polish his badge. As be rubbed his 
badge with the powder he stepped over to the left 
side of the Oskamp case, and saw the diamonds 
and watches all in their right place. He is sure 
they had not been disturbed then, which, as near 
as he can tell, was about 8:40 o’clock. At 9 o'clock, 
or perhaps a few minutes later, Mrs. Barton, an 
employe, noticed that there had been some dis- 
turbance in the part of the case where the dia- 
monds were kept, and just then Officer M. S. Kibby, 
who had left roll-vall in the front part of the build- 
ing, came along, and, seeing the dlamonds had 
been remoysad, gave the alarm. It was found 
that the two locks had been removed, but the 
staples remained in thelr p'aces, showing that 
there had been little or no force used. The thief 
might have had a key for one, and picked or broke 
the other, as a sinall hasp was found on the floor 
by Capt. Wise, Chief of the Exposition Police. 
Still, it may be that the hasps of both were cut or 
broken. This would be an easy thing to do with 
apair of nippers. Only a small portion of the 
sparklers remained, and they were scattered about 
promiscuously, showing that the thief had quickly 
snatched what he got. An alarm was immediately 
given, and Mr. Oskamp was svon on the scene, aud 
also the detectives of the regulur force, who were 
telephoned for. A woman who satin the gallery, 
on the left or south side, came down, and said she 
had noticed a man open the case and take some 
thing out of it. She paid little attention, thinking 
the mut was an employe at work. She told Capt. 
Wise the man looked to her to be white, about 5 
feet 7 inches In height, blonde, light hair and mus- 
tache, wearing dark coat, light pants, and Derby 
hat. Subsequently this woman could not be found 
by an ‘Anguirer reporter, although some said she 
gave her name as Mrs. Barton. 

The doors were locked throughout the building, 
and the Exposition Police took a couple of colored 
employes who had been dusting cases near Os- 
kamp’s into the Commissioners’ offiee and searched 
them and then let them go. Mr. Oskamp thinks 
the Police foree ought to have managed to keep 
thelr eyes Opén sufficiently to prevent a thief from 
opening his case in broad daylight and stealing nis 
gems. Informer years Mr. Oskamp removed the 
diamonds from his display case at nights, but this 
Exposition they remained onthe tray from the first 
day until they were taken yesterday. The pad- 
locks are really little more than those used on dog 
collars, although itis claimed they are of a supe- 
rior make, One good twist with a strong pair of 
pincers would bring the lock staple and all. Still, 
it was a great and bold risk to make the ‘‘sneak.” 
The stolen property is descrived by Mr. Oskamp as 
follows:

The 
keeper of the upper railroad gate says the first to 
pats in his way yesterday morning were two sus- 
picious-leoking men who had regular tickets of ad- 
mission. One was young, good looking, and wore 
a large fob. The other he cannot deseribe. 
There seems to be no doubt that the diamonds were 
stolen during the time mentioned at the beginning 
of this article. A reward of $1,000 Is offerdd by 
Mr. Oskamp for the thief and goods, or a propor- 
tion of the amount will be givon for the recovery 
of any part of the property.

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THE ELEVATED ROAD LEASES. 
STOCKHOLDERS OF THR METROPOLITAN 
SEEKING TO RECOVER THEIR RIGHTS. 


In October, 1881, proceedings begun by At- 
torney-General Ward for the dissolution of the 
Manhattan Railway Company were brought to an 
end, having been guided by Judge Theodoric R. 
Westbrook to a result satisfactory to Jay Gould 
and his confederates. An agreement, called a 
modified lease, or tripartite agreement, was then 


made by the Manhattan Railway Company and the 
New-York and Metropolitan Elevated Railway 
Companies. It modified and changed the lease of 
May, 1879, through which the Manhattan Company 


rocured possession of the elevated railway. This 
ease provided for payment by the Manhattan Com- 
pany of an annual dividend of 10 per cent. upon 
the stock of each of the other two corporations to 
the amount of $6,500,000. By the agreement of Oo- 
tober, 1881, this guaranteed dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent. to 6 percent. Beyond this the 
new agreement was prejudicial to the interests 
of the stockholders of the Metropoliten Elevated 
Railroad Company, beeause it subordinated them 
to those of the stockholders of the New-York Eie- 
vated Kailroad Company by providing that the 
Metropolitan’s dividend should not be paid until 
after that to the New-York's stockholders, It also 
provided that the dividend of the New-York Com- 
pany should be cumulative, so that ifin any year 
the Manhattan Company did not earn enough to 

ay in full a 6 per cent. dividend upon the New- 
fork stock the difference between the dividend 
due and the ono paid would bea lien upon the 
Manhattan’s earnings in the following year or 
years, and in the meantinie the Metropolitan stock- 
holders would have to walt and pray for better 

ays. 

This remarkable agreement, by whieh the inter- 
esta of most of the Metropolitan stockholders are 
sacrificed to those of the Manhattan and New- 
York stockholders is yetinforee. It was signed 
on behalf of the Metropolitan Company by Russell 
Sage, Jay Gould, and other Directors, Boog on be- 
haif of the New-York Company by Cyrus W. Field 
and others. Itis assorted by Messrs. Joseph W. 
Burnham and Jacob Berry, holders of 1,400 and 
1,000 shares of Metropolitan stock, respectively, 
that the agreement was fraudulently concelved 
and executed, to serve the purposes of Gould, Sage, 
and Field, who are declared to have very large in- 
terests in the Manhattan Raliway Company. A 
suit to have the agreement or modified lease set 
aside on the ground of fraud and to perpetually 
restrain the Manhattan Railway Company from 
altering the character of tho shares of Metro- 
politan stock, and from doing anything 
elso in accordance with the instrument, 
was begun by Messrs, Burnham and Berry 
abouta year ago. All three of the corporations 
concerned in the lease are defendants in the ao- 
tion. Its trial was begun before Judge Van Vorst, 
in Supreme Court. Special ‘lerm, yesterday. The 
complaint sets forth the matters stated above, 
and joes on to allege that, during the period whon 
the Manhattan Railroad Company was in the hands 
of Receivers, Jay Gould bought up, and took in 
his own name, 20,000 shares of its stock. In addition 
to this numberf he is said to have procured 
control of 14,000 shares which were registered in 
the names of his son George Gould and bis broker, 
Washington FE. Connor. His interest in the Man- 
hattan Railway Company was thus represented oT 
34,000 shares of etock, Ix comparison with which 
he bad avery small interest inthe Metropolitan 
Company, of which he was, and is yet, a Director. 
Russell Sage is alleged in ‘the complaint to have 
also bought a large fAumber of Manhattan 
shares, which made his interests udverse to those 
of other stockhoidera of the Motropolitan Com 
pany, of which he was and is the President. Cyrus 
W. Field, the principal signer of the tripartite 
agreement on behalf of the New-York Company, 
also purchased, it is claimed, a large quantity of 
Manhattan stock between July and October, 
1881, Messrs. Burnham and Berry base 
upon these allegations an  asserijon that 
Moaars Gould and Sage and the other Direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan Company, who were 
contro!lied by them, and also Mr. Field, were 
influeuced by corrupt desire for gain when. they 
signed the agreement to reduce the annual divi- 
dends payable by ihe Manhattan Company to the 
Metropolitan and New-York Companies, and to 
subordinate the payment of the Motropolitan divi 
den to that of the New-York Company. Gould 
and Sage and thelr associate Directors, the plain- 
tiffs claim, bore such a fiduciary relation to the 
stockholders of the Metrovolitan Company as 
made it illegal and wrongful for them to act as 
they did in signing the agreement without being 
authorized to do so by their fellow-stockholders. 
It is also declared that the stockholders should 
have been allowed to vote upon the agreement be- 
fore it wassigned. lor these reasens it is claimed 
that the instrument should be declared null and 
void and be set aside, 

The answerinthe suit denies the 
allegations of the complaint and alle e3 that the 
agreement, or moditiea lease, was properly ¢ 
ed and ratified and must be allowed to stand, 
case was partly opened yesterday by Stephen 
Nash, of counsel for the plaintiffs, Gen. Francis 
C. Barlow and John Nash also appear for the plain 
tiffs. Vhe defendants are represented by Messrs. 
David Dudley Field, Robert FE. Deyo, and Wiillam

Mr. Gustav Schwab followed Mr. Smith in sup- 
port of the resolutions. He said that the cest of 
service here is enormously higher than elsewhere 
in this country or Eufope. The fees are three 
times as high as they are in Liyerpool and 6) per 
cent. higher than in Philadelphia. while in these 
ports the pilotage ground was much longer end the 
service more difficult. Iie reminded the Chamber 
that the rates were increased 50 per cent. in i865, 
on account of the depreciation of our currency, 
with the understanding that the increase was to be 
only temporary; but if had continued until this 
day, while the service had become much shorter 
and casier by the increase of steam tonnage over 
sail,and by increased average size of ships genérally, 
and by the present universal custom of towing sail- 
ing vessels to end from the bar. Tho pilots now 
offered a reduction of 15 per cent., whieh the com- 
mitiee had declined, believiag the concession er- 
tirely inadequate, and they now propose to renew 
their efforts in the Legislature, and, if necessary, 
to appeal to Congress for relief from the monopoly.

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PIPH-LAYING IN THE STREETS. 
COMPLAINTS AGAINST THE STEAM-HEA'TING 
COMPANIE8—WHAT MR, HAMLIN SAYS. 

* This business of laying steam pipes through 
the streets,” said Deputy Commissioner Hamlin 


yesterday, ‘* has caused us moro trouble than { ean 


well express. People come to us constantly (with 
complaints about the interruption of traffic, the 
useless delay in repaving, and the defective manner 
in which the work is performed. We havn't begun 


to get tothe end of our trouble;in this matter. 


Gas companies, electrie light companies, and 
steam-heating companies got their franchises 

assed by the Board of Aldermen, and each one 
bas a right to lay its pipe-lines through the streets, 
to dig and redig, until the streets are fairly honey- 
combed. Now, in regard to the steam-heating 
business, which is making such a row at present, 
there seems to be mere trouble than ever before, 
There are two companies calling themselves the 
American Heating and PowerCompany, and the 
New-York Steam Company. Both are digging and 
laying their pipes at the same time, and both have 
sécured franchises which grant them the most ex- 
traordinary powers and privileges. First one com- 
pany comes along and digs and lays its pipes, and 
then the other, and between the two the streets are 
kept blocked for weeks together, and itis not unnat- 
ural that the people should kick. The Department 
of Public Works has no means of compelling them 
to work at the same time, so they go as they please. 
Kach company has deposited bonds with the de- 
partment inthe sum of $50,000, by which they agree 
to restore the streets to exactly the same condition 
in which they found them. Asa matter of fact, itis 
aapomsnre to relay a street equally well a second 

mo. 

“But,” said the reporter, “ President Andrews, 
of the Now-York Steam Company, said only half 
an hour ago that that was gammon, and that it 
was quite possibile.” 

** Well,” replied the Commissioner, ‘I’m glad 
he thinks so, and we’il try to keep him up to it. 
We do keep therm up to it as far as wecan. We 
make them relay every paving-stone, rebuild every 
sewer, and restgre every water-pipe or main they 
injure. Their gangs of men work under the eyes 
of our inspectors and plumbing experts, and we 
bring them up to the serateh every time. At first 
they had such confidence in the powers given them 
by their franchises that they were rather high and 
mighty, but they have come off that since. We 
only allow them to keep a certain length of trench 
open at one time; if one street is obstructed the 
next must always be open, and great precautions 
are taken against possible disaster in case of fire 
Beyond that we cannot go. We can’t revoke their 
permit because they take their time about it. 

“A letter in a morning paper of Sept. 26 refers to 
the ‘niggardly manner of the New-York Steam- 
heating Company, which, after blockading the 
streets for several weeks in laying their steam- 
pipes, have relaid the pavement in the most out- 
rageous manner, with a sprinkling of sand thrown’ 
over it to hide the many defects of unskilled labor.’ 
Ido not know who the writer of this, who signs 
himself ‘Peiron,’ may be, but he evidently doesn't 
know much about paving streets, for the sand he 
refers to is a necessary part of the construction of 
the pavement. Itis true that the Broadway vave- 
ments are at present in a very unsightly condition, 
but the settling is unavoidable, and the streets will 
be leveled three or four tines, repaved again, and 
the concrete laid beneath before the work is 
finished. The steam companies wished to avold 
the consequences of tho settling and save expense 
by ‘ mounding up’ the earth at first, but we would 
not allow this, and required them to level the 
streets flat and correct the defects afterward. The 
trenches are dug side by side, and frequently it 
happens thatone trench is scarcely filled in when 
the excavation of another begins. 

“Delays inthe completion of the work are fre- 
quently unavoidable. For instance, lately at the 
head of Fulton-street the New-York Company put 
outaspur to their main at that point. A storm 
came and the sand was soaked,so that It was 
necessary to let it dry somewhat before attempting 
to pack it. At once there was : howl tn the news- 
papers, and the inspector ordered the hole to be 
filled and paved. Sinee then it has settled intoa 
rut deep enough almost to overturn a carriage. 
There is no use in being too quick in daing these 
things. Part of Broadway has been repaved no 
less than five times, and the street will not bein 
good coudition again until next Spriug. The ex- 
penses inourred by the companies are enormous. 
One hundred thousand dollars per mile would, 
i all probability, scares cover the  out- 
lay. One block alone in William-street, 
between Jobn and Fulton, will not cost less than 
240,000. Gas-mains, water-pipes, and sewers have 
to be moved and rebuilt, elaborate machinery con 
structed underground, and proporty-owners con- 
sulted about their vaults, besides the great expense 
of paving and repaving. The whole City is under 
mined by an intricate system of pipes for water 
gas, and electricity, and for one company to get its 
pipe lines through without disturbing those of an 
other ts a matier of infinite diffculty and expense, 
reguiring the highest order of engineering ability. 
As long as we convey our modern improvements 
underground so long must we submit to havipg our 
Streets torn up.”’ 

** But,’ said the reporter, ‘how have these steam 
oompanies succeeded in getting hold of such ex- 
traordinary powers and privileges?”

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A POLICEMAN ON TRIAL. 
SHKRIOUS CHARGES AGAINST POLICE OFFICER 
KUGENE REILLY. 

The Court of General Sessions, Part I., was 
crowded yesterday when the trial of Police Officer 
Eugene Reilly for assaulting Mr. Edward Schweyer, 
of No. 596 Tenth-avenuse, a well-known maltster, 
was called before Judge Gildersjeeve. The faets 
of the case were that on the night of the 17th of 
August Officer Reilly, who was in citizen's clothes, 
arrested and a woman without 
on Kighth-avenue and Thirty-fifth-street, and when 
Mr. Schweyer remonstrated with him he then ar- 
rested him, puiled his pistol, and threatened to 
shoot him, and struck him on the head with the 
weapen, After a jury was obtained = As- 
sistant District Attorney O'Byrne opened the 
‘ass for the prosecution. Mr. Edward 
Schweyer testified that about 10 o’elock on 
the night of the i7th of August, while on Eighth 
avenue and Thirty-fifth-street, he saw the prisoner 
dragging and pushing a woman along and asked 
him what she was doing, and {f he wasan officer. 
The prisoner responded in brutal language and 
then eatght hold of witness. He told him not to 
push bim as he would go along quietly. At Thirty- 
seventh-street the officer became vety violent, and 
drawing a revolvor threatened to blow out wit 
neas’s brains. aud plavt dthe weapon at his head, 
Witness iaplored him not to shoot, and then the 
officer hit him on the neck with the wéapun. He 
then turued it toward the crowd and threatened to 
shoot. The pistol was loaded. 

Mrs. Maguire and Mrs. Sarah Nolan testified that 
on the evening in question they visited Mrs. Leah 
Jones, of No. 507 Fighth-avenue. About 10 o’clock 
they were going home and Mrs. Jones aveompanied 
them to the corner of Thirty-fifth-street and Kighth- 
avenue, They stood fora minute on the corner 
abd Officer Reilly was leaning against a post. He 
was muttering, aud suddenly, with an oath 
and foul epithets, asked them who they were 
looking at. Mrs. Maguire said she weuld have 
him arrested if she saw 4 policeman for in- 
sulting people, whereupon he grabbed her by the 
arm and threw her to the ground and shoek 
her violently. She called for help and so did 
Mrs. Jones. Reilly then kept on pushing Mrs. 
Maguire up the avenue and Mr. Schweyer 
came up and asked him what ho was doing. He 
replied with oaths, and when asked to show his 
shield seized hold of Mr. Schweyer and arrested 
him also. Then he drew a revolver and was going 
to shoot Mr. Suhweyer, and then threatened to 
shoot the whole crowd. They finally reached the 
station-house more dead than alive, and the officer 
charged them with disorderly conduct. Mrs. Jones 
corroborated the evidence in every particular, and 
said that Reilly used the vilest language when he 
turned on them on the corner of Kighth-avenue 
and Thirty-fifth-street. Witnesa implored Mr. 
Schweyer not to let him kill the woman. 

Kugene Haas, a drug olerk, corner of Thirty- 
fiith-street and Eighth-ayenue, gave similar testi- 
mony, E. C. Lee, of Ne. 477 Ninth-avenuo, testi- 
fied that he knows Reilly, and saw him pushing 
and dragging Mrs. Maguire and Mr. Sehweyer 
along. He went upto him and said, ‘‘ Reilly I’m 
au friend of yours and will help you if neeessary, 
but these people are going along peaceably, you'll 
get into trouble.’ Then Reilly got more violent, 
and drew a pistol and put it at Mr. Schweyer’s 
head. Witness said ‘‘ Now, Reilly, ’m your friend, 
aud will help you, but you'll get in trouble. These 
people are doing nething.”’ ‘ Well, what did he do 
then,’ asked the District Attorney. ‘He put 
the pistolat my own head, and as I got disgusted 
with him I went away.” He threatened to shoot 
the whole crowd several times. Joseph Stern gave 
somewhat similar testimony, after which the 
court adjourned until this morning.

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THE ELECTION LAWS. 
MR. E. ELLERY ANDERSON ON CERTAIN 


PROVISIONS OF THE ELECTION LAWS. 
The Board of Police yesterday received the 
following communication from Mr. E. Ellery An- 
derson relating to certain of the provisions of the 
general Election law of the State omitted from 
the election pamphlet issued by the Police De- 
partment: 


To the Board of Police : 

I respectfully call the attention of your board to 
the fact that your pamphlet for 1881, containing the 
Election and Registry law of the City and County 
of New-York, does not contain any of the provisions 
of Article II., ticle 4, chapter 6, part I. of the Re- 
vised Statutes. I refer particularly to sections 15 to 
19, both inelusive. The omission is probably due 
to the fact that the provisions quoted form part 
of the general laws and the pamphlet refers to 
the law applicable to the City and County of 
New-York. But section 6 of chapter 675 of the 
Laws of 1872 provides that the election in the City 
and County of New-York shall be, in all respects, 
conducted in conformity with the provisions of the 
general law of the State, except as therein pro- 
vided. (See page 5 of your pamphlet.) The pro- 
visions quoted should, therefore, be included if the 
book is intended to give the law in full. 

I would also call your attention to section 58 of 
the manual issued under tho supervision of Mr. 
John J. O'Brien, Chief of the Bureau of Elections, 
in connection with this subject. The provisions of 
law above quoted relate to the oaths which are to 
be administered to a person offering to vote whose 
right is challenged. Section 58 of the manual de- 
clares that if the oath be taken the vote shall be 
received. Ido not find that the law itself con- 
tains such a provision, but I agree with the conclu- 
sion reached by Mr. O’Brien as stated in said seo- 
tion. I have, however, personal knowledge of the 
fact that at the election held in November, 1881, in 
the case of several persons whose right to vote was 
challenged the Inspectors refused to administer the 
oaths end refused to accept their votes. Tne cases [ 
refer to occurred in the Second Election District of 
the Eighth Assembly District and the aetion of the 
Inspectors was based on the fact thatit appeared 
from thelr registers that the persons offering to 
vote had already voted, though it was admitted 
that, as a matter of fact, these persons had not 
voted, but that their names and residences had 
been fraudulently and falsely assumed by persons 
who had no right tothe same. This action of the 
Board of Inspectors appears to be quite incon- 
sistent with the provisions of the general law above 
quoted and with section 58 of the manual. 

I have reason to believe that the practice of 
false personation occurred quite extensively at the 
Jast election. { therefore think it important that 
ail provisions of law applying to the duty of the 
Inspectors In cases of this class should be incor- 
porated in your book. Yours truly,

Tho provisions of the general law alluded to in 
Mr. Andersen’s communication read as follows: 

Srerion 15. If any person sball refuse to take the 
said preliminary oath when so tendered, or to answer 
fully any questions which shall be put to him, his 
vote shall be rejected. 

16, After receiving the answers of the "per- 
son so challenged the Board of Inspectors shall point 
ont to him the qualifications, if any, in respect to 
which he shall appear to them deficlent, 

Sec. 17, If the same person so offering shall per- 
sist In his claim to vote, and the challenge shall not 
be withdrawn, one of the Inspectors shall then ad- 
minister to him the following oath: [Here follows 
the torm of the oath.) 

Section 18 gives the oath to be administered toa 
colored man. 

Src. 19. If any person shall refuse to take the oath 
60 tendered bis vote shall be rejected. 

Mr. Anderson's letter was referred to Chief 
©’ Brien. He said that the reason the provisions of 
the general law quoted by Mr. Anderson were 
omitted was that the Election and Registry law for 
this City known as chapter 675 of the Laws of 
1872, and the amendments thereto, which are 
printed, cevers practically the same ground, and 
the disputed points are fully explained in the man- 
ual containing practical directions for the tse of 
Inspectors and Poll Clerks,a copy of which is 
placed in the hands of every election officer. 

The following resolution in relation to the points 
in dispute regarding the manner of voting for Con- 
gressman at Large was adopted by the Board of 
Police yesterday: 

Whereas, Differences of opinion exist as to whether 
the names of the candidates for Congressman at 
Large should be placed upon the State ticket or 
printed on separate ballots, 

Resolved, That the opinion and advice of the coun- 
sel to the Corporation be and is hereby requested 
thereon.

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THE NEW STEAMER TALLAHASSEE. 
ANOTHER ADDITION TO THE FLEET OF THE 
SAVANNAH LINE, 


The new iron steam-ship Tallahassee, of the 
Ocean or Savannah Steam-ship Line, arrived at 
this port from Chester, Penn., yesterday morning. 
She was built in the ship-yard of John Roach & 
Son at a cost of about $300,000. Her meas- 
urement is about 3,000 tons, and her dimensions 
are: Length over all, 813 feet; length at the 12-foot 
water mark, 290 feet; breadth of beam, 40 feet, 
and depth of hold, 2554 feet. She has one com- 
pound engine of the two cylinder inverted type, 
aud of 1,800 indicated horse power. The cylinders 
are 384 and 74 inches in diameter respectively, and 
the piston stroke is 4 feet and 8 inches. Both 
cylinders are steam jacketed, and the low pressure 
one has a double head. The matin engine is started 
or reversed by a smaller engine. The condenser 
surface is 4.200 square fect. ‘There are 
four main boilers of the return tubular 
type, each 13 feetin diameter and 12 feet long, and 
having steel shells. Each boiler has five furnaces, 
The hold is divided into five water-tight compart- 
ments, ard has a capacity for 6,000 bales of cotton. 
The cabin is very handsomely finished in polished 
woods, and contains ample accommodations for 85 
jirst-class passengers. The diving saloon is on the 
main deck, and connects by a wide companiou-way 
with the upper saloon, which is in a deck-house 
onthe upper deck. There are several apertures 
in the deck through which occupants of the upper 
saloon can viow the lowér saloon. The smoking- 
room is in a deck-house forward of the enginos 
and aft of the wheel-house and the offieers’ quar- 
ters. The upper deck affords a promenade 300 feet 
long for cabin passengers. The life-boats hang in 
davits along this deck. The lower deck is guarded 
by high iron bulwarks as well as by heavy ports 
which can be made to compietely inolose it for- 
ward incase of bad weather. The Tallabasse is 
schooner-riaged. She will sail for Savannah on her 
firat trip next Tuesday. Her principal officers are: 
Captain—W. H. lisher, formerly of the City of Co- 
lumbus; Chief Officer—s. L. Askins; Second Officer 
—E. Berg: Chief Engineer—E. Lafavre; Purser—L. 
Young. Two more new steam-ships, the Chatta- 
hoovhee and the Nacoochee, will take their places 
in the Ovean Line fleet in a short time.

were six years ago, notwithstanding the fact 
that the popalation had increased by more 
than 10,000 since that time. School-house 
No. 244 was built to accommodate 1,700 pupils, and 
‘more than 2,000 were now i daily attendanve. On 
Sept. 1 700 children were turned away for want of 


avecommcdations. Over 600 children who now ate 
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tended the schoo! only received instruction during 
two ho of the morning, while as Ly Sig 
were only imstracted during one hour and a in 
the afternoon. Contro'ler Semler said he 
was informed that i Low had hired the 
Rink and was to dreas the citizens of 
Brooklyn on Friday evening as to the 
city’s wants. Among other things, ho was 
informed, the Mayor would speak of the desira- 
bility of having the Controller and the Auditor of 
the city in harmony with his views.

THE FOUR COMETS OF THE YEAR. 
From the Albany Argue. 

In plain fact, there have been but four 
comets seen thus far in 1882. The first celestial 
vagrant of the year was discovered by Mr. Wells, 
of the Dudley Observatory, March 17, and fora 
long time it monopolized the attention of astron- 
omers in both the old and the new world, owing to 
its unique features. Although the period of the 


Wells comet has not yet been fully calculated, 
enough is known to show that the comet will not 
return to view under 1,000 years. The second comet 
of the year was seen but once, and then for only a 
very short time, by the astronomers who were ob- 
serving the sun’s eclipse from Egypt last Spring. 
It was described in a brief dispatch which noted 
the success of the observation of the eclipse as 
‘‘a fine, bright comet close to the sun,” and 
astronomers foralong time watched for its ap- 
earance, on the supposition that it would be visi- 
le on its returp from perihelion, but witheut suc- 
cess. The third comat of the year was discovered 
on the morning of Sept. 13, and duly chronieled, 
by Prof. Barnard, of Nashville, Tenn. At first, 
owing to the plaee of its discovery, in the constel- 
lation of the Twins, it was presumed by some to be 
the reappearance of the famous Pons comet of 
1812, but this was subseauently showr to be an er- 
roneous supposition, owing to its direction of mo- 
tion. The Barnard comet, which was, at the time 
of discovery, a faint telescopic object, abeut one 
and one-half seconds of are in diameter. is now 
approaching perihelion, which it will attain about 
the 7th of November. At its brightest it will be 
but about three times as large as when first seen.

MR. EDMUNDS ON BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 

In a letter to Col. T. W. Higginson, of 
Massachusetts, Senator George F. Edmunds, of 
Vermont, wrote: “I do not think the change 
from annual to biennial sessions of the Legislature 
in Vermont has done good, but the reverse. I am 
satisfied that it has resulted, in connection with 
the one term idea whick came in with it, in hav- 
ing a smaller proportion of the members of 
former experience, and, in respect of re- 
elected members, has left them in a_ condi- 
tion of less memory of and_ acquaintance 
with previous legislation, &c., than they had 
under the annual system. I believe also even in 
our little State the general value of annual seasions 
compared with biennial is great in respect of keep- 
ing up personal acquaintanceship, communion and 
interchange of ideas upon all topics, from the sim- 
plest agricultural and school district affairs to the 
broadest ones of finance and politics among the 
citizens who thus assemble. Again, even in as 
simple a community as ours the frequent eritical 
observation and overhauling of every department 
of administration, is, 1 think, of immense value as 
a preventive as well as a corrective of bad or negli- 
gent administration. In all these respects and 
many others that may be mentioned I think the 
annual meetings of the representative men of a 
Commonwealth are worth a hundred times what 


they cest.”’

Both legs were paralyzed, one 
arm partially; his shoulder was dislocated and 
many of his bones were broken, and beeame dis- 
eased.

TWO SESSIONS YESTERDAY IN THE NORTH 
BAPTIST CHURCH—-INTERESTING STATIS- 
TICS OF THE WORK AND FINANOGIALy 
STANDING OF THE CHURCHES. 

The Southern New-York Baptist Associa« 
tion completed its werk yesterday in the North 
Baptist Church. Following a devotional meeting 
in the morning, led by the Rey. Dr. J. F. Elder, tha 
committee on the next anniversary reported in 
favor of Calvary Chureh as the place, and the Rev. 
G. A. Schulte as the preacher, with the Rev. J. J; 
Muir as alternate. The Committee on Admission 
of Churches reported in favor of ‘admitting the 
Carmel! Baptist Church and the Fifty-third-Street 
People’s Church. The report of the Committes on 


Education referred to the changes in religious be< 
lief that have taken place in recent years, and of- 
fered resolutions, which were adopted, urging tha 
importance of higher education for American 
youth in academies and universities, and of an in 
crease in the number of candidates for the Chris 
tian ministry. An interesting debate followed, 
The Rev. Dr. S. P. Merrill, of the Educational So 
ciety of Rochester, said that as Corea had recently 
been opened to the United States by treaty, mis 
sionaries should be sent there to convert 
her millions. The expenses of the Roch- 
ester Theological Seminary last year were 
$8,000, and free education was furnished to 
25 English-speaking and 22 German students. The 
Rey. Dr. H. S. Lloyd, of Hamilton College, said 
there were 21 students at that institution studying 
for the ministry, Dr. Bleyden, a native-born Af- 
rican, President of the Presbyterian College of Li- 
beria, gave a sketch of religions progress in that 
country. The first church built there—the Provi- 
dence Baptist—was established by a branch of the 
Baptist Church of Richmond, Va. The speaker 
was present to sy ay a Baptist association 
‘on Baptist work in Africa. While that denomina- 
tion kept pace with other denominations there in 
educational matters, it far excelled them all in 
missionary enterprise. The heathen sentiment 
had not only to be combated im Liberia, but 
also the infiuence of the slave traders. The 
Africans are inclined toward the Baptist faith, the 
ceremony of baptism being to them an attractive 
element. Among the recent converts was a Mo- 
hammedan priest, who in turn is now making con 
verts among the disciples of that faith. The Rev. 
H. G. Mason thought there were toe many minis- 
ters already, but the Rey. Dr. R. S. MacArthur 
maintained that every profession was crowded be- 
low, but that there was “plenty of room up stairs.” 
There was a demand in the ministry for young men 
of intellect and consectation to the work. There 
were from 15 to 20 Baptist churches to-day with 
pulpits vacant for wantof proper talent to fill 
ther, and they eould not be filed without robbing 
equally important pulpits. <A first-class man was 
never out of work. Sanctified sommon sense, or 
“gumption,’”’ was wanted. At the conclusion of 
the discussion the Rev. Dr. MacArthur, the Revs. 
J.J. Muir and H. 8. Day, and Messrs. J. C. Over- 
heiser and W. M. Isaacs were appointed a commit- 
tee of arrangements for the next anniversary. 

At the afternoon session the committee on 
the disabled ministers’ and disabled ministers’ 
widows’ fund recommended that hereafter no ap- 
provriations be made to any persons not connected 
with the churches of the association, except 
that in rare and pressing cases the Trustees 
might discriminate in favor of those who 
had been connected with the association fora 
long time, but had severed their connection with 
it. It was further recommended that the Trustees 
of the fund send a statement each year to the Pas 
tors, amonth beforethe meeting of the associa- 
tion, informing them of the number of beneficiaries 
and their necessities. The question was raised by 
the committee as to the expediency of establishing 
abome expressly for disabled Baptist ministers 
and their dependent families, embracing the entire 
State, and perhaps adjoining States, and a variety 
of opinions was elicited on this point. The Rey, 
Norman Fox favored leaving the whole matter to 
the Trustees of the fund. The Rev. Dr. C. C. Nor- 
ton questioned whether it was right to send funds 
supposed to be applied to members of the associs- 
tion to other States while those who especially 
should be benefited were in need of money. The 
Rev. Dr. E. T. Hiscox said that if his church had 
seen the list of beneficiaries when the claims of the 
fund were presented to them they would not have 
contributed a dollar. ‘* That’s an impeachment of 
the judgment of the Trustees,” exclaimed a dele- 
gate. Finally it was decided to recommit the 
whole matter to the committee and Trustees. 

The Rey. Dr. R. 8. MacArthur read the report on 
important subjects in letters. Never, he said, was 
thera ministerial talent of a higher grade in tho 
Baptist denomination than to-day, nor greater 
progress in building houses of worship. Harmony. 
too, dwelt in ali the churches. The only root of 
bitterness had been in the painful litigation be- 
tween the Madison-avenue Baptist churches, and 
that had happily been removed. Approximate sia- 
tistics of the work of the association during the 
year showed that there had been 788 baptisms, the 
largest number sines 1876. Two hundred thousand 
dollars had been spent for new churches, and $50. 
000 for church improvemerts; $132.626 had been 
spent fer current expenses, and nearly $250,00¢ 
for benevolent purposes. In short, the as 
sociation had raised and paid out near 
ly $500,000 in the past year. The Stanton-Street 
Baptist Church would have anew house of worship, 
The Emanuei Baptist Church would soon be in a 
new edifice. The Calvary Baptist Church was near 
ing completion, and the Trinity and Berean Baptist 
Churches were now free from debt. The Pilgrim 
Baptist Church of this City had decided to sell its 
property on account of its debt of $20,000, and 
overtures had been made looking to its union with 
the South Baptist Church. The Pilgrim Paptist 
Church, of West Farms, wished to unite with the 
Tremont Baptist Church. The thanks of the asso« 
ciation were tendered to the ladies of the North 
Baptist Church fortheir hospitable entertainment 
of the delegates. Mr. C. T. Evans, Seerstary of the 
Baptist City Mission, reported the receipts for the 
year at $22,233 42, and the expenditures $24,887 02. 
Eighteen churches were aided by the mission. Igive- 
minute speeches on City mission work were in- 
dulgedin by many of the delegates, among the 
speakers being the Revs. D. C. Hughes and Samuel 
Alman and the Rev. Dr. A. E. Dickinson. 
The tev. D. W. Wisher, of the Mount 
Olivet Baptist Church, said that many hun- 
dreds of colored people were turned away 
from his chureh every Sunday night for lack of 
room to accommodate them. The Rey. Dr. R. S. 
MacArthur favored tent services when they wers 
the legitimate outgrowth of church enterprise, 
While good results, however, accrued from hippo- 

lrome meetings, the same money could be expend- 
ed to better advantage in other directions. The 
teutat Twentieth-street and Second-avenue haa 
done a wonderful work.

PETER COOPER ON COMMERCIAL WARFARE 
-—-A BROOKLYN CLUB’S ARGUMENT— 
THE DUTIES ON MARBLE—THE pry 
GOODS IMPORTERS’ VIEWR—THE 
MISSION’S ENGAGEMENTS, 

Mr. Peter Cooper called upon the Tariff Com- 
mission yesterday morning, at its roomsin the 
Windsor Hotel, and after an informal conversation 
of about an hour’s duration the commission was 
called to order by President Hayes, and listened 
to the reading, by Mr. Cooper's seerctary, of “an 
open letter” on the tariff question. It starts with 
the proposition (as the resuit of Mr. Cooper's own 
experience) that al! trade with foreign nations is 
a kind of commercial war, a war of interestz, from 
which evils may result, and have resulted, that are 
Duly comparable with the evilsof actual war. The 
experience of a long life had also taught Mr, 
Cooper how utterly impossible it was forthe Amer- 
ican people to buy anything cheap from a foreign 
country that must be bought at the expense ef 
eaving their own good raw materials unused and 
their own laborers unemployed, thus compelling 
mechanics to go into competition with farmers, 
instead of consuming, as they now do, three- 
fourths of all the agricultural products of the 
country. The advocates of free trade seemed to 
be perfectly regardless of the wants of those mil- 
lions of men and women throughout the country 
who had nothing to seli but their labor. The cruel 
and unwise contract!on of the currency some years 
ago had, in connection with repeated alterations 
in the tariff Jaws, broken up manufactures and 
had shown that a tariff of duties shonid be based 
on principles that would give security and stabil- 
ity in the manufacture of all articles that could be 
made out of home raw materials. 

Chere was no good reason, Mr, Cooper thought, 
Why the great manufacturing interests of the 
United States should be periodically ruined, as 
they had so often been, by repeated alterations of 
tariffs. These alterations haa been successfully 
engineered through Congress by the consummate 
skill of foreign diplomats, co-operating with the 
creat manufacturing and mercantile interests of 
this and other countries which could well afford to 
spend millions in breaking up and keeping down 
tie rising manufactures of the United States. Kng- 
hk nd had given the strongest kind of protection to 
ner manufacturing interests until they had at- 
tained a high degree of power and perfection of 
machinery. Free trade was beautiful in theory, 

nd would be so in practice where all things were 
qual and peaceful in the relations of nations, 
nd where rapid transit tended to annihi- 
late space. If farmers desired to secure 

a reliable market and the highest prices they 

bad to encourage the manufacture of the articles

Proctor—Blocks of veined marble are used 
irgely for mantelpieces, for furniture, and for 
cemetery works. Its use is rather diminishing for 
cemetery purposes because it does not stand the 
climate as well as American marble. We supply 
most marble for cemetery work. Then we supply 
#0 immense amount of building marble. Probably 
half the marble produced in this country is for 
building purposes. None of that is imported. It 
is sold here at a price that would nt pay the 
freight from Italy. The classes of American mar- 
ble that compete with the Italian marble form 
about half the entire product. 

Mr, Uncerwood inquired whether skilled workers 
in marbie could not be brought here and trained 
here, so that the fine statuary marble might be 
used. Mr. Proctor replied that it was hard to in- 
duce skilled Italians to remain here. They pre- 
ferred the warm sun and macaroni of their own 
country to the scrambling for a livelihood here, 
and as to training Americans in that line of busi- 
ness, he supposed that the reason why that was 
not done was because there were in this country 
80 many avenues of business where men were 
better paid. He did not claim that for all statuary 
ourposes American marble was equal to Ltalian. 
it i the hardness for fine lines, but it stood 
the climate better. 

H. schwarz, of the firm of L. Toplitz, importer of 
Scotch caps, recommended a reduction of the ex- 
isting duties on worsted knitting caps. With the 
ad yalorem rate and the pound rate on some of the 
coarser goods—the caps worn by miners and labar- 

—the duty amounted to from 100 to 150 
per cent., while on the finer gualities it did not ex- 
ceed 45 per cent. He produced an invoice amount- 
ing to $441, on which the duties paid were $430. He 
recommended a substitution forthe present com- 
pound duties of a duty of 35 or 40 percent., which 
would be a sufficient protection, as such goods 
were not made bere. 

George M. Weston, of New-York, an author, read 
B paper on “ Economic Questions.” 

Mr. Thomas G.Shearman, representing the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Brooklyn Revenue Reform 
Club, addressed the commission. [le said that the 
cinb had been formed for the purpose of premoting 
the discussion of the tariff. Me bad been desired 
to represent what might be called the views of the 
more moderate section of the club, This was the 
only opportunity that had been furnished during 
50 years for the people of the country, without 
rolng to Washington, to present their views before 
huy persons who would represent them to Con- 
gress. If the club cared more for the ultimate suc- 
cess of the most radical doctrines held by its mem- 
bers than for the present relief of the country froma 
part of the burdens now imposed upon it, they 
vould not oppose before the commission the mon- 
strous and greedy demands reported to have been 
made by the various interests that had appeared to 
demand an increase of taxes for their own profit at 
a time when all men not crazy with 
selfish schemes admitted that taxes ought 
bo be reduced by $120,000,000 or $150,000,000. 
if the arguments of the iron-ore producers who 
wanted to shut out foreign ores of a kind that were 
not found in this country; of the lowa wool-grow- 
ers who could not keep their sheep alive and 
wanted to kill off the sheep of other lands better 
guited to wool-raising; of the South Carolina rice- 
growers who were willing to testify that they em- 
ployed two negroes for every grain of rice that 
they grew; of _the quinine millionaires whose 
30,000 men in buckram bad shrunk to 352 men, 
women, and children, and of the pea-nut vendors 
who poldly demanded a fresh bounty upon the 
manufacture of bogus Salad-ojl to be sold in imita- 
tion bottles with forged labels—-if these arguments 
sheuld prevail with the commission and Congress 
the certain result would beto break down the 
whole system of so-called protection and bring 
about a rapid change in the direction of free trade, 
with far less regard to vested interests than would 
be conceded by general consent. They preferred 
to take such a course a8 might, if their views 
had any influenee, belp to relieve the 
country from seme of its present burdens, 
even at the risk of postponing the day of complete 
deliverance. They therefore submitted a few 
points fer consideration. In doing 80 they would 
not raise any issue between the policies of free 
trade and protection, understanding that the com- 
miseion had been framed with the deliberate inten- 
tion of excluding wot only every free trader and 
pdvocate for a tariff for revenue only, but also 
every one whose mind was not thoroughly made 
up io favor of atariff for protection. They recog- 
nized the perfect right of the Commissioners to 
hold such views and to carry out the understanding 
upon which they were appointed. A tariff that 
undertook to protect anything and everybody was 
simply suicidal. By enhancing the cost of every- 

hing it redueed the protection given to each class, 


on, to be at all effective, should be confined I 


to manufactures, and only to such branches. of 
them as could reasonably be selected for special 
encouragement. 

The present duties on wool, Mr. Shearman con- 
tinued, had made exports of woolen goods impos- 
sible, while they had raised up in Texas, New- 
Mexico, and Callfornia more formidable competi- 
tors than Yermort and Ohio had ever had pelos. 
They had net benefited the farmers. ‘their only 
result in Iowa has been to reduce the number of 
sheep in that State by over one million. It was 
utterly Impossible to earry on any real woolen 
manufacture here without a large importation of 
foreign woul, If it were admitted free of duty 
tho manutescture would increase so largely as to 
increase the demand for native as well as foreign 
wools. A sound protective theory as wellas sound 
common sonse Gemanded that wool should be 
placed cn the free list. It would not suffice to re- 
duce the duties upon raw materials to low rates. 
That was omphatically one of those cases where 
ha'f :neasures did not produce half effects, but 
produced absolutely no effect whatever. The 
necessity for a large free list had heen recognized 
by all rational protectionists. The removal of 
duties on raw materials was not enough to 
make a tariff truly protective. Any scheme 
that extended over a multitude of arti- 
cles  necessaril defeated its own ende. 
The present tariff attempted the impossible. [t 
tried to protect every kind of production. The re- 
sult was that it burdened all, and benefited only a 
few classes. Proteetion to be effeetive must select 
certain classes and nourish those only. The work- 
ing of the present tariff was forcibly illustrated by 
the fact that, while it was devised in the interest 
of the makers of the lower forms of iron, its result 
had been to inerease the proportion of foreign iron 
to more than three times what it was under the 
tariff of 1857. In the opinion of the club all taxes 
levied for the purpose of so-called proteetion were 
simply robberies under the forms of law, but it 
preferred that a few classes should be selected as 
the objects of enforeed charity, aud that they 
should not be plundered after the people had been 
plundered, At present it was almost impossible to 
iiud any class that could be proved to have derived 
any great benefit from pretection in the last 10 years 
taken together. They all pleaded that whatever 
had been conferred upon them by one section of 
the tariff had been takenaway by another. Among 
the manufactured articles which the club thought 
ought to be admitted nearly or quite free of duty 
were books and other printed matter, especialiy 
newspapers. The tax on foreign hooks and papers 
only hindered the spread of enlightenment and in- 
ternational acquaintance, and was a serious burden 
on students and literary and selentific men. The 
club also approved the demand for a simplitication 
of the tarilf, the abolition of all mixed specific and 
ad valorem duties, and the abandonment of those 
finely drawn distinctions that had given rise to so 
much litigation. It asked that the tariff be almpli- 
tied by being confined to a few classes of manufac- 
tures that should be deemed worthy of special en- 
couragement, It also approved the suggestion 
of Mr. Moore that duties should e ad 
valorem rather than specific, and that 
the supposed darger of fraudulent invoices 
could be avoided by official valuation. Specific du- 
ties inevitably bore more severely upon the poor 
than on the rioh. All indirect taxes operated in 
that direction because they were levied in propor- 
tion to what men spent, instead of what they ac- 
cumulated. It was a disgrace to this republican 
Government that its legislation should be so largely 
and openly controlled by great interests. There 
was one special interest which had never founda 
voice to speak on its own behalf, He referred to 
the poorimmigrants who were tormented and plun- 
dered by Custom-house officers. Why should a poor 
fellow with only two pairs of breeches be forced to 
pay a heavy tax on one of them?’ Why could 
not a poor Irishwoman, who had saved a new pair 
of stockings until her arrival, be allowed to take 
them off the ship without paying 85 per cent. for 
the privilege? 
had brought a piece of eloth to make a single dress 
for herself be robbed of it by nine Custom-house 
officers, as had happened not longsince. These were 
real instances which made law and government 
odious in the eyes of the poor and of those who 
sympathized with the poor. Was it not a paltry 
business, too, for a Government to compel its re- 
luctant officers to pull about a lady’s dresses to see 
whether they were dirty enough to warrant the 
belief that they had been in actual use? The olub 
asked that every {mmigrant be allowed, in addi- 
tion to the articles now admitted free, to bring a 
reasonable amount—say $250 worth—of goods of 
any kind for family use without hindrance, He 
hoped, also, that the commission would consider 
it within its province to recommend the abolition 
ot Custom-house oaths. The club maintained that 
the tariff should be cut down by at least $130,000,- 
000, leaving only $68,000,000 to be raised from in- 
ternal revenue. The revenue from tariff should 
be raised on eight articles—sugur, coffee, tea, 
cocoa, intoxicating Nquors, tobacco, fruits, and 
spices. Kecognizing, however, that so sweep- 
ing a change would be unjust to vyest- 
ed interests if adopted suddenly, it should 
not propose it for immediate enactment, 
but it would propose, fer several years to come, 
to supplement this general scheme by a duty of 25 
per cent. ad valorem on all manufactured iron, 
steel, cotton, woolen, silk, and Iinen goods. This 
would yield arevenne of nearly $40,000,000, and, 
therefore, during that period it would be unneces- 
sary to impose any duties on tea, coffee, and 
cocoa. This would be a fair and Hberal compro- 
mise between the advoeates of free trade and pro- 
tection, and was more liberal tothe protected in- 
terests than they would get at the end of a few 
years’ agitation, when the eyes of the people 
would be opened to the impositions practiced upon 
them during the last 20 years. 

Messrs. James McCreery and Edward A. Morri 
son, representing merchants and importers, mado 
statements before the commission aiming to show 
the propriety of substituting specific, or maintly 
epecific; duties in place of ad valorem duties; that 
thereby the Government and the importers would be 
placed upon an equal footing before the law; that 
acourt, consisting of five Judges, should be ap 
pointed to determine ail matters as between the 
Government and importers: then entries might be 
sworn to before notaries public; that a longer time 
than 10 days for protest should be given to the 
importers; that goods should not be classified by 
the purposes for which they are employed--with 
other minor points arising out of Custom-house 
regulations. 

Mr. Oliver alluded to the dilatoriness shown by 
importers in presenting their views to the commis- 
sion. Mr. Morrison admitted that they had been 
slow, and intimated, as a reason, that there was a 
very general idea in the public mind that any 
effort in that direction would have no practical 
result. 

Mr. Oliver—Congress heard of the tronbles about 
the tariff laws and provided for this commission. 
The commission has devoted itself, without a sin- 
gle day's rest, for nearly three months to an inves- 
tigation of the subject, but the importers of New- 
York did not even goto the trouble of presenting 
their views to the commission. They have neg- 
lected their own business and the public business 
until nearly the end of the time fixed for hearing 
statements. And then you come before the com- 
mission and say that you have no confidence in it. 

Mr. Morrison—I did not say so. I said thata 
business man made such a remark to me. 

Mr. Oliver—It really comes to the poipt that you 


‘acknowledge having been to some extent neglect- 


ing your own business. 

Mr. Morrison—Yes. I think it does. 

Mr. Oliver—Do you not think thatit is always 
fair and right to judge men by their work? 

Mr. Morrison—I do; but we have not seen any of 
the work of this Tariff Commission so far. 

Mr. Oliver—Then you should haye waited and 
judged the commission by its work. 

Mr. Morrison—I have not judged it all.

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EXCITEMENT IN TH# STOCK EXCHANGE. 

it has been along time since such excitement 
prevailed on the floors of the Stock Exchange as 
ruled all day yesterday. The bears had everything 
thelr own way and tore prices to pieces after a 
fashion that was startling. Union Pacific, Louis- 


ville and Nashville, Denver and Kio Grande, all 
were savagely attacked and all _ suffered, 
but the most astonishing feature of the 
day was a sudden tumble in_ the stock 
of the Richmond and Danville Railway 
Company. It is not very leng ago since the quota- 
tion for this stock was farup above 200. Yester- 
day it was offered at 104, when of a sudden there 
was a stampede in the ranks of the brokers con- 
trolling alarge amount of the steck, and prices 
rushed dewn the scale two or three points at a 
time until 88 was touched. Here the friends of the 
company rallied to the rescue, and a partial recov- 
ery was brought about. Officers of the company 
speteees that there was no rexson for the fuctua- 
tion. 
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ANOTHER COUNTERFRITER ARRESTED. 

Detective Mulvey, of the New Church-street 
Police station, saw Daniel Holland, a middle-aged 
Irishman, entering various saloons along Green- 
wich-street yesterday. Holland carried a little 
black bag, which appeared to be heavy. Subse- 


quently the detective saw Holland in Church-street 
take two packages, apparently containing coins, 
from the bag.

Even if 
Mr. Dwiaur insists on regarding a protracted 
yacht cruise as equivalent to going into re- 
tirement, we trust that he will concede the 
difference between being ‘‘afraid’’ of Jay 
Govutp and being strongly opposed to 
this interference _ with the _ selection ; of 
nominees by a Republican convention, 


Mr. Govrp, acting through the pur- 
chased influence of Roscozk CoNxKLING 
and all the political pressure which 
that carries with it, may be dismissed as a

There was an extraordinary convocation 
of impolitic Republicans in the First Massa- 


chusetts District yesterday, the occasion be- 


ing the nomination of a successor to Mr. W. 


Ww. Crapo, the present Representative in 
Congress from that district. Mr. Crapo, 
who was recently defeated in his canvass 
for the Gubernatorial nomination, declined 


to be again a candidate for Congress, His 


constituents yesterday passed a resolution 
eulogizing him as a man and a statesman, 
indirect reference being made to his 
vote on the River and Harbor bill. 
The convention somehow omitted to express 
Its belief inthe morality and decency of a 
Congressman speculating in war claims the 
‘value of which was to be affected by 
his influence and vote in Congress. Dr. R. 
T. Davis, of Fall River, was nominated in 
place of Mr. Crapo, and when hehad glow- 
ingly declared his unfading faith in River 
and Harbor bills as being in harmony with 
'**the interests of commerce, humanity, and 
even Civilization,’ the happy delegates ad-. 
journed to partake of a dinner provided at 
the expense of the nominee. There seems 
to be some feeling against the Republican 
Btate Convention on the part of the friends 
iof Mr. Crapo. It is even intimated that 
‘BuTLER’s chances are improved in conse- 
quence of the failure of Mr. Crapo to be 
pominated for Governor. Nevertheless, the 
First Massachusetts District stands by the. 
River and Harbor bill as the palladium of 
Bts liberties.

‘Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, has adopted 
#he unusual, but very characteristic, course 
of inviting his fellow-citizens to meet him 
at the Rink, near Myrtle-avenue, on Cler- 
mmont-avenue, to hear some things which he 
“wishes® to say to them regarding the present 
leondition of affairs in Brooklyn. He is 


known to be very anxious that the interests 
of thecity, so far as they may be affected by 
the approaching election, shall not be 
neglected in the heat and_ confusion 
of the general campaign. He believes 
that the only merit in the present 
system of local Government lies in the fact 
that it gives the people of the city the op- 
portunity far more nearly than ever before 
to know their own interests and to protect 
them, and he wants that the ‘municipal 
spirit’’ shall prevail in everything connected 
with the city. We have no doubt that the 
citizens of Brooklyn who respond to his 
frank invitation will be instructed by his 
statements, 


The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in re- 
gard to the tunnel slaughter is all that could 
be desired; but unless the facts in the case 
furnish the basis for action by the Grand 
Jury, the ‘‘accident’’ will entail no worse 
penalty on those responsible for it than a 
passing public censure. The Ooroner’s 
jury regard the telegraph. operator at the 
Ninety-sixth-street station’ as guilty of 
‘culpable negligence,’’ ’ the conductor 
of the train as guilty of ‘‘gross and 
criminal negligence,’? and the water-boy 
who acted as brakeman as guilty of ‘‘cul- 
pable negligence;’’ they hold the New- York 
Central Railroad responsible for the death of 
the three victims of the disaster, and they 
lay a similar responsibility on the shoulders 
of the New-Haven Company—both compa- 
nies being pronounced guilty of ‘‘ gross and 


criminal negligence’ for their failure to 


provide the necessary precautions against 
such a catastrophe as that under ex- 
amination. The usual appeal is made to 
the Legislature to enact laws ‘“‘ providing 
for greater safety in railroad travel,” which, 
considering the legislative attention given to 
the Spuyten Duyvil collision, will need a 
good deal of public pressure to be at all 
effective. The indictment and vigorous 
prosecution of the Directors or managers of 
the two corporations whose penurious poli- 


cy was the real cause of the tunnel disaster 


would be a lesson more likely to be heeded 
than the punishment of their underpaid and 
overworked subordinates. 


The Chamber of Commerce has again 
taken up the subject of the reduction of 
pilots’ Considering that it costs 
three times as much to pay for pilotage 
service in this port as it does in Liver- 
pool, and fully one-half more than it does 
in Philadelphia, the complaints of New- 
York ship-owners and shipping agents are 
certainly not without . foundation. The 
members of the Chamber have found in the 
past that the pilots had more influence at 
Albany than the representatives of New- 
York commerce, but they propose to 
make another attempt to the

THE PUBLIC DEBT AND REVENUE 
REDUCTION. 
The rapid rate at which the public debt 


continues to be reduced from month * to 
month is ‘calculated to impress upon the 


mind the importance of a speedy curtail- 


ment of the revenues of the Government. 
The decrease of the debt for the month of 
September was nearly $15,000,000, and for 
the three months since the close of the fiscal 
year it amounts to nearly $45,000,000. At 


this rate within two years anda half we 


shall {have no redeemable bonds, and the 
Treasury’ will either have to go into the 
market and buy up unmatured bonds ata 
premium or allow the surplus to accumulate 


to the disastrous contraction of the currency 


of the country. The only other alternative 
will be the squandering of the surplus in ex- 


travagant expenditures. 
The total of interest-bearing bonds on the 


1st of the present month was $1,421,341,850," 


Of these, $738,916,250 are 4 per cents, none 
of which are redeemable before July 1, 1907, 


twenty-five years hence.~ In consideration 
of what was then considered a low rate of 
interest the Government, in the act author- 


izing the-loan, surrendered all control over 


the bonds before their maturity. The 44 


per cents, amounting to $250,000,000, were 
in a similar way made unredeemable before 
Sept. 1, 1891, nine years from now. This 
leaves within reach of the Government the 


continued 6s, or Windom 3} per cents, 


and the’ 8 per cents with which they 


are being replaced under the act of 
the present Congress, the small amount 
of the Navy pension fund, and an insignifi- 
cant sum in refunding certificates, amount- 
ing in all to $432,425,100. A very simple cal- 
culation will show that if we are to go on re- 
deeming the bonds at the present rate, or 
even at the rate of $150,000,000 a year, which 
was exceeded during the twelvemonth end- 
ing June 30, we shall have no bonds with 
which to absorb the surplus by the end of 
the fiscal year 1884-5 without buying them 
in the market. To do that would speedily 
cause an increase of the premium at which 
they would be held, so as utterly to destroy 
the advantage of the low rate of interest at 
which the old bonds were refunded. That 
would certainly be very bad financial policy, 
and yet without it there would be a period 
of six years within which we could not 
apply any surplus revenue at all to the re- 
duction of the national debt. 

If the payment of the bonds now redeem- 


able at the option of the Government could. 


be evenly distributed over the period inter- 
vening before the maturity of the 44 per 
cents, it would require a surplus of less than 
$50,000,000 a year to meet them, but that 
would leave sixteen years in which to pay 
off the 44 per cents before the 4 per cents 
matured, which would require less than 
$16,000,000 a year. If, then, the redemp- 
tion of all the interest-bearing obligations of 
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the Government, except the 4 percent. loan, 
should be evenly distributed over the pe- 
riod which must intervene before the 


latter'is payable, it would require considera-. 


bly less than $30,000,000 a year to meet ‘the 
demand, and a continuation of the same 
process upon the loan then due would liqui- 
date it in less than twenty-five years. Such 
arate of payment would be easy, growing 
more so with the increase of the country’s 
wealth, and could be hardly considered a 
burden at all, and yet it is as much as rea- 
son and common sense demands. In the 
present state of legislation affecting the 
public debt it is, in fact, as much as is prac- 
ticable for the next twenty-five years. 
While, : therefore,‘ the rational require- 
ments of the public debt, aside from inter- 
est, is limited to about $80,000,000 a year, 
our revenue system is on such a basis that 
more than $150,000,000 per annum is pour- 
ing into the Treasury over and above the 
expenditures of the’. Government, extrava- 
gant as they are under the incitement of 


such a lavish surplus. Not only is that the 
case now, but the revenues are increasing 
much more rapidly than the requirements 
of the Government. The increase for the 
last fiscal year was nearly $43,000,000. It 


is plain that the incitement to Congres- 


sional extravagance is not the only evil 
threatened by this abnormal condition of 
things. Within acomparatively short space 
of time it will become very perplexing and 
embarrassing for the Treasury Department. 
It cannot go on taking up the redeemable 
bonds at arate which will extinguish them 
six or seven years before the 44 per cent. 
loan matures without being confronted 
with the alternative of buying other bonds 
at a premium, which would be equivalent 


to paying a bonus to the bondhold- 


ers, or accumulating the surplus to the dis- 
turbance of the money market and the whole 
business of the country. The rational 
course is plain enough, and it would not 
only relieve the Government of threatening 
embarrassment, but would lift from the peo- 


ple and all their industries an incubus which 


nothing but the wonderful resources and 
vigor of the country enables them to endure. 
Reduction of the revenue is not a mere ques- 
tion of expediency, it is a pressing necessity 
and should not await the advent of anew 


Congress, whose first session will not come 
for fourteen months. 


THE SECOND JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 

It is to be regretted that the Democratic 
Judicial Convention for the Seeond District 
did not follow the example, which has been 
frequently set by the Republicans, and in- 
field, 
Judge Tracy, who was nominated Sept. 
27. It would have been in every way a 
judicious and honorable thing for them to 
do, and particularly so from the fact that the 


delegates from Long Island, who could 
have controlled the convention, could not 
unite on any candidate of their own, but 
wasted their votes between Messrs. VEEDER 
and Britron. We know of nothing against 
the character of Judge Brown, who has 
been selected by the Democrats, but, in com- 
mon with more than half the people of the 
district, we may say that we know very 
little of any sort about him. His friends 
say that he has made a very good County 
Judge, but we presume that they would 
hardly claim that his “reputation is as 
well established as that of Judge Tracy 
who has been named by the Republicans, 
and who has confirmed on the bench of the 
Court of Appeals the character for acumen, 
industry, and sound learning which he en- 
joyed before his accession to that high posi- 
tion, and who has besides proved his posses- 
sion of judicial capacity. » We have no hesi- 
tation in saying that if the choice could be left 


to the Bar of the district, there would bea 
decided preference for the older, more ex- 
perienced, and better-known Judge. 

The nomination of Judge Brown is 


believed to have been due partly to the 


inexplicable | dissensions among the ' Long 


Island delegates to the Democratic conven- 
tion, and partially tothe skillful pressure 
of the local sentiment. It, was claimed be- 


fore the- convention’ that this sentiment in 


the up-river counties could not be safely ig- 


nored; that these counties, five in number, 
only _had two-of the . Supreme Court 
Judges, while ¢ the other, four ‘ counties 
had three, and, particularly, that’ the 


east side of the river had none. ° This was 


not very sound reasoning from even a parti- 


san stand-point, for the three Long Island 
counties, with Richmond,. cast more than 
two-thirds the vote of the district, and fur- 


nished fully three-fourths of the business 
which must come before the bench, and this 


disproportion is necessarily constantly in- 
creasing. The . Democratic convention 
might very reasonably have , asked 
whether the Democratic 2 voters ‘ of the 


island would not prefer a Judge, in whom 


they have ' entire « confidence, ° residing 


in Brooklyn, even though he were a Republi- 
can, toa Democratic Judge who would be 
comparatively inaccessible. « If there be any 
force in the argument based on locality it is 


wholly in favor of the Kings County candi- 


date. It is emphatically so when it is re- 
membered that the Presiding Judge of the 
department is Justice BARNaRp, of Dutch- 
ess, and that the General Term has fora 
long time been held, and in all probability will 
continue to be held, by him and Justice 
Dyxman, of Westchester. - 

The indorsement of Judge Tracy would 
have been the more proper and sensible, be- 
cause the five Judges of the Supreme Court 
are at present all Democrats. There is no 
reason to doubt their substantial impartial- 
ity, and that of some of them has been am- 
ply proved. ~ At the same time a district 
which, at the last judicial election, cast over 
49 per cent. of its votes for a Republican 
candidate, might, with great fairness, have 
at least one Republican Justice on its 
Supreme bench. It is true that there 
are not many important differences 
between the - constitutional views of 
Republicans and Democrats :in State 
matters, but there are some, and there are 
always arising questions which have a parti- 
san bearing, in which the predilections of 
the Judges unconsciously have influence. 
Such influence would be perceptibly less 
dangerous with even a small opposing rep- 
resentation on the bench than with the Judges 
all of one political faith. This is a point 
which the Republicans of Orange, Putnam, 
and Dutchess may very justly consider. 
Judge Brown has been named avowedly with 
the hone of attracting some of their votes. But 


dorse the candidate already in the 


they have distinctly a stronger interest in 
electing a Republican than in electing a lo- 
cal candidate, especially when the Republi- 
can nominee is an exceptionally superior 
man, as Judge TRacy unquestionably is. 
Even the Democrats, if they took a high 
stand-point, would see that it would be bet- 
ter that a body of voters within two-thirds 
of 1 per cent. of half the total should be rep- 
resented in the Supreme Court. The Re- 
publicans have four times within the 
last 17 years indorsed a Democratic can- 
didate for the Supreme bench, and twice, 
at least, when the Democrats were so 
divided that a Republican, if named, might 
have been elected. ‘They have done this be- 
cause they deliberately subordinated their 
political preference to what they thought 
their duty in maintaining for the Judiciary 
an impartial and independent standard. 
Now that the Democrats have made a party 
issue on the subject, every effort will be 
made to secure the election of Judge Tracy, 
and if the Republicans of the up-river coun- 


ties do their whole duty, there is every rea- 


son to suppose that these efforts will be suc- 
cessful. 





THE BLUE DOG MINE. 

The recent failure of the Blue Dog Con- 
solidated Nail Mine has aroused a great deal 
of excitement in juvenile financial circles, 
and at one time very nearly led to a panic 
in tops and marbles which would assuredly 
have had the most disastrous results. 

Esquire Carter,:of Middleboro, Conn., 
turned his attention to silver mining nearly 
two years ago. . He was a leading citizen of 
the town, and although there were rumors 
to the effect that he had once been an officer 
of a variety of insurance companies that had 
met with difficulties, his reputation was, 


with this exception, reasonably good. Mr. 
Carter became enthusiastic in regard to sil- 
ver mining, and prior to the 1st of July last, 
when he went to Europe, he had promoted 
a general exchange of the floating capital of 
his fellow-citizens for silver stocks, which he 


will no doubt redeem at their full value 
when he returns. 

Master Thomas McGinnis, a leading small- 
boy of Middleboro, had become warmly 
interested in mining in consequence of the 


conversations in regard to the subject which 


he heard among the’ grown-up people. 


When, therefore, he discovered a mine in 
his back yard in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the new barn built by his father 
last year, he immediately ' comprehended 
that the proper thing for him to do was to 


start a company, and as he was fully con- 
versant with the usual method of organizing 
and managing a mining company, he went 
to work without delay. 

The mine in question was a nail mine. 
Master McGinnis was idly picking a hole in 
the earth with a stick when he struck a 
magnificent vein of sixpenny nails. He at 
once dropped the stick, secured the kitchen 
fire-shovel, and made preliminary excava- 
tions. ‘Ihe vein was to all appearances in- 
exhaustible, and the\further he dug the 
richer it became, A careful analysis showed 
that it yielded fully six nails to the shovel- 
ful, and it was evident that the vein lay so 
near the surface that it could be worked ata 
comparatively trifling expense. 

Carefully returning the earth to the mine 
so as to conceal his discovery from other 
prospectors, Master McGinnis took counsel 
with two other boys and with them organ- 
ized a company,, letting them’ in on the 
ground floor. The name of the company 
was the Blue Dog ,Consolidated Nail Mine 
Company, and its capital stock was fixed at 
ten dollars and divided into forty shares of 
twenty-five cents each. With modest’ self- 
abnegation Master McGinnis declined the 
Presidency of the company, contenting him- 


self with the post of Mining Superintendent. 
He received ten shares as the price of the 
mine, his two friends received five shares 
each at the rate of one cent per share, and 


the remaining twenty shares were rapidly 


disposed of to local small-boys for : twenty 


cents each. Work’ was begun upon the 
mine immediately,» Master McGinnis doing 
the entire work himself after school hours. 
On the very first day the mine yielded three 


pounds of nails, which were sold at the store 


for four cents per pound, and a dividend of 
one-fourth of a cent per share was promptly 
declared and paid. Blue Dog stock instantly 
went up to thirty cents per share, and Master 


McGinnis unloaded himself of five of his 


shares at that price.” On the following day 
three pounds and a half of nails were pro- 


duced and sold and another dividend of one-. 


fourth of a cent. declared. The stock 
mounted still higher, and Master McGinnis 


and his two original partners disposed of 
nearly all their shares at thirty-five cents 


/ each, and the Blue Dog Mine became the 


one absorbing topic of juvenile conversation. 
On the next day, although it was Sat- 


urday, and the « mining * Superintendent 


worked all the afternoon, only three nails 


rewarded his labor. On Monday not a nail 
could be found, and the fact becoming gen- 
erally known, Blue’ Dog stock fell to ten 
cents per share, with a strong downward 


tendency. , In these circumstances, Master 


McGinnis, with a masterly comprehension 
of the situation, : informed the 
tors = that there was evidently a 
fault - in the vein,* and‘: that an as- 
sessment of one cent per share ought to be 
made. The assessment was paid with much 
grumbling, the stock went down to four 
cents, and before the week was out the pain- 
ful fact became evident that the mine was a 
complete failure and that the stock was ut- 
terly worthless. 

Master McGinnis knew perfectly well that 
at this stage of the affair custom required 
that he should go to Europe and wait for it to 
blow over. Unfortunately, § circumstances 
beyond his control compelled him to infringe 
upon mining etiquette by remaining at 
home. He thus found himself compelled to 
face a storm of indignation. It is true that 
he successfully repelled the charge that he 
had salted the Blue Dog Mine, and the share- 
holders became satisfied from the rusty ap- 
pearance of the nails that they were the prod- 
uct of a genuine nail mine. Nevertheless, it 
was claimed that he knew before organizing 
the company that his alleged vein was merely 
a small pocket, and that be had been guilty of 
fraud in representing that it was a vein of 
fully two feet in width and of unknown 
depth, extending from the new barnina 
north-easterly direction, and showing sur- 
face indications of nails at intervals through- 
out the whole distance between the barn 
and the kitchen door. The shareholders 


Direc- 


formed themselves into a committee of the 
whole, fell upon Master McGinnis atter 
school, pounded him with great energy, and 
finally divided the contents of his pockets 
between them, thus receiving sixteen cents 
for each certificate of stock. 

There is a feeling among the shareholders 
in Esquire Carter’s silver mines that the Blue 
Dog shareholders have discovered the proper 
method of dealing with the promoters of 
mining companies, and in case Mr. Carter 
should be so weak as to return to Middle- 
boro he will probably find that his fellow- 
citizens have learned a good deal more than 
they knew before the Blue Dog mining 
scandal opened their eyes. 


PARTY REVOLT IN OREGON. 


The long struggle over the Senatorship 
now going on in Oregon illustrates the laxity 
of party discipline. It may be said that it 
also illustrates the persistency of a certain class 
of politicians. The Republicans have a tair 
working majority in the Oregon Legislature 
on joint ballot, and it'would be well-nigh im- 
possible for any combination to be effected 
for the election of a Democrat. At a prelim- 
inary caucus of a majority of the Republican 
members of the Legislature ex-Senator Jonn 
H, MircHe.t was declared the nominee of 


the party. This result was not reached until 
after a sharp struggle; and to the- credit of 
several of the Republican members, it may 
be added, there was an instant repudia- 
tion of the nomination by members of 


the party, who declared that the caucus 


nominee was unfit to be returned to 
the Senate. ‘he candidate had - served 
in the Senate under another name than 
that to which he was lawfully entitled, 
and his private record was discreditable and 
unsayory. That Mr. Mrrcwe.1 should have 


persisted in pushing himself to the front, 
even after sufficient exposure of his past 
life and character had been made, was an 
amazing instance of political assurance. 
And that he should have been opposed in 
his contest by a man with a reputation so 


damaged as that of ex-Attorney-General 
GreorGE H. Wiiurams was also surprising. 

The more independent of the Oregon Re- 
publicans refused to abide by the decision of 
the caucus. In many quarters this act would 


be ‘‘treasonable,’’ and would forever bar 


from party communion the men who bolted. 
It is not known what punishment will be 
visited upon Republicans who decline to 
support for the United States Senate a 
man whose very : candidacy is a _ dis- 
grace to the Oregon Republican Party. 
They should’ have voted for: him, ac- 
cording to strict party rules, although 
his reputation were spotted all over, and his 
various aliases were numerous and confus- 
ing as to his identity. But the action of 
these wayward members of the party has un- 


doubtedly defeated Mrrcwe.t, otherwise 
Hrprie. Public opinion was largely against 
MITCHELL, so that he was forced to resort to 
the unusual expedient of printing a campaign 
paper of his own, pending the Senatorial 
election, a3 no Republican ' newspaper 
was willing to advocate his ° election. 
That variety of disaffection which is known 
as ‘‘treason’’ has widely ramified through- 
out the Oregon Republican Party. In des- 
perate cases, MitcHELL and his friends se- 
cured a few votes from the Democrats, but 
not enough to make his election sure. It isa 
nice question in political ethics if a bargain 
by which a candidate procures support 
from an opposing political party does not 
absolve those of his own party who have 
been pledged to him. \ MrrcHELL was ready 
to do anything to draw to himself Demo- 
cratic votes enough to insure his election. 
But he undoubtedly urged that for a Re- 
publican to refuse to vote for him was to 


commit an act of party. treachery - which 
could only be fitly punished by casting the 
offender forth into outer darkness. 

Some of the recalcitrant members of the 
caucus voted for ex-Attorney-General W1L- 
LiaM3, ; If they did this by way of sarcasm," 
at the expense of MrrcHE .tu,: they * were 
guilty of a silly joke. If they voted for 
Wiur1aMs in’ good faith, they did not ap- 
prove to the world their own sense of the 
fitness of things nor exemplify their sound 


political judgment. It was not necessary 
that, in order to cast odium upon a nomina- 
tion unfit to be* made, another nomina- 
tion { equally ; unfit should be _ brought 


forward in‘ opposition. But,‘ whatever 


may have been the motives of the bolters, 


they were sufficient in number to prevent 
an election,. and there has never been a 
Democratic * reinforcement‘ big enough to 
elect MircHELL. In thisembarrassing state 


of things, the name of a compromise candi- 


date has just been suggested. . It is evi- 
dent that : MrrcoHett * cannot : be : elect- 
ed. The bolting Republicans have sol- 
emnly vowed that no power, on earth 


will force them to,vote for. him. The 
most promising of the newly named candi- 


dates is Mr. RicHarp VY tLLIAMs, who was 
a Representative in Congress from Oregon 
in the Fofty-fifth Congress, serving from 
1877 to 1879. © Mr. WriuraMs is a lawyer of 
repute, and was elected over La FAYETTE 


Lané, Democrat, by a small majority, 


Should he be chosen to the Senate in place 
of the regular caucus nominee, his elec- 
tion will be a thing almost unprecedented. 
It will bé one of the. few triumphs which 
party independence have gained over tyran- 
nous party discipline. In any event, Ore- 
gon may becongratulated on its escape from 
being unworthily represented in the United 
States Senate. 





An argument that seems of late to have 
found favor with the protectionists is that the 
tariff reformers have shown that they are no bet- 
ter than the Greenbackers in the attempt which 
they made, and which was happily defeated, to 
take advantage of a technicality and deprive the 
knit goods manufacturers of their just rights under 
the tariff. As THe Times advised a correction of 
the error in the statute, it can at least speak in de- 
fense of those who opposed such a course with- 
out seeming to seek some extenuation for its own 
course. The error made by those who make the 
assertion above referred to is that they mistake a 
privilege for a contract. These who hold Govern- 
ment bonds paida consideration for them on the 
express understanding that they were to be re- 
deemed in gold. Evenif there should be a flaw 
in the statute regulating redemption, the circum- 
stance that payments were made in good faith by 
the possessors of the bonds would give them an 
indtsputable hold upon the Government. But the 
American makers of knit goods held no contract 
from the Government which obliged the latter to 
maintain its rate of duty on foreign made knit 
goods. There can be no contract er agreement 
without consideration, and in this case the knit 
goods men had given nothing. It is obviously im- 
possible for a Government to be under obligations: 
te a olass of men who happen. for their own 


profit, to take advantage of: certain features in 
the statute. Congress could have repealed the en- 
tire tariff law at any time and no one could 
have questioned its moral right to dose. The 
knit goods men held a privilege, as they supposed, 
to tax their fellow-citizens for the support of their 
business. It turned out that through some imper- 
fection in the statute this privilege could not be en- 
foreed; that is to say, these compulsory taxes 
could not be collected. They therefore demanded 
of the Government a restoration of their privilege. 
Now, as Cengress was under not the least obliga- 
tion to continue these tax monopolies, it was open 
to its members to consider the question as purely 
one of expediency. It wasasthough a charitable 
person had given a beggar a two-cent piece in mis- 
take for a quarter of a dollar, and when the latter 
called his attention to the error the giver had rea- 
soned that on the whole, perhaps, 2 cents was all 
that the beggar deserved to have. As there was 
no promise made or contract given, there was no 
right that could be urged. The members of Con- 
gress who were opposed to a renewal of the tax 
privilege once held by the makers of knit goods 
were bound by no rule, moral or legal, to grant the 
demand. Tue Trves advocated restoring the priv- 
ilege on the ground of genera! business expediency; 
that in reducing the degree of protection it would 
be better to consider all ef the kindred interests, and 
not select for special treatment a single branch of 
business. But we should be the last to admit that 
there was the least parallel between the rights 
possessed by the holders of Government bonds for 
payment of the same and the privilege which has 


now been restored to the knit goods men. 
a em 


The statistics of crime in Ireland, as pre- 


pared by Dr. Hancoox, show that there has been 1 
very great increase since 1876 in the number cf 
murders and attempts at murder. In that year, 
measured by the extent of population, serious of- 
fenses stood 11.7 per 10,000. The percentage con- 
tinued to grow until in 1881 it had reached 23.2 per 
10,000, Asif anticipating the consequences of the 
agitation which has swept over the island under 
the guidance of the Land League, the list of mur- 
ders, attempts to murder, and attacks upon prop- 
erty began to be formidable even before the plan 
of the League had passed through the preliminary 
stage of the incubating process. In 1881, when Dr. 
Hancock had completed his work, acrisis had been 
reached, and the comparison in proportion to popu- 
lation then showed 40 murders in Ireland to 12 
in England. There were 267 attempts to murder 
as compared with 147 in England. Dr. Han- 
cock has been remarkable for. the care 
and freedom from bias with which he has 
for many years dealt with the statistics of 
crime, and there is good reason to believe that his 


estimates have been prepared from the degrees of 
criminality in the two countries. It is a significant 
fact, however, and one which will surprise a great 
many persons, that in the number of outrages on 
dumb animals Ireland, during the time mentioned, 
makes a more favorable showing than England. 
Some of the English newspapers have been con- 


spicuously fair in putting this on record, consider- 


ing the persistence with which they had endeavored 
to prove that Ireland, in this respect, stood at the 
head of the catalogue. There is another feature 
of Dr. Hawncock’s report which also deserves 
special mention. It takes account of the crimes 
against morality. In spite of the incentives which 


might be expected from the nature of the struggle 
going on in the country, it appears that in propor- 
tion to the population of Ireland and England, the 
former had 118 crimes against morality and the 
latter 186. The natural deduction, therefore, is 
that with the thorough operation of the Land act, 
in the matter of crime Ireland will take rank 
among the most favored portions of the world. 
——————— 


PASTEUR, the Jenner of France, has been 
studying hydrophobia, with results which afford a 
basis for hope that that dread of man and despair 
of doctors will eventually lose its fatality and its 
mystery together. The details of his studies, as de- 
tailed by him before the recent International Con- 
gress of Hygiene at Geneva, do not, indeed, entire- 
ly support a recent intimation that a vaccine, so to 
sreak, against rabies was actually at the disposal 
of medical men. But the report was almost true, and 
is ina fair way to become entirely so, as will be seen, 
The brilliant Frenchman began by inoculating rab- 
bits with the saliva of a child who died from hydro- 
phobia resulting from the bite of amad dog. The 
poor beasts died in a day or so, and in their blood 
was found a special microbe, or microscopic or- 
ganism. These microbes could be “ cultivated,” 
or bred, and the successive generations were also 
fatal to other rabbits, in whose blood the same 
microbe was found. The question then arose 
whether this fatal parasite was solely character- 
istic of hydrophobia, and whether its presence was 
the cause or the effect of rabies. Prolonged ex- 
periment proved that it always was present in fatal 
hydrophobia, but it was also found in the saliva of 
persons who had died from diseases other than 
hydrophobia. It therefore does not yet 


appear that this new microbe occupies 


any special relation to the virus of 
rabies, and it is accordingly termed the microbe 
of the saliva merely, not the microbe of hydro- 
phobia. Pasteur then proceeded as with the 
other microbes which he has discovered. It will 
be remembered that they lost their virulence py 


culture, and that after inoculation with the weak- 
ened virus thus produced the subject was proof 
against microbes which would otherwise have been 
fatal. Unfortunately, microbes of the saliva do 
net yet appear to possess this quality. The 
eightieth generation was as virulent as the first. 
But the forty-eighth generation of microbes bred 
from blood made virulent by inoculation with the 
microbe of the saliva was not certainly fatal and 
could be used as a vaccine. Ina remedial sense 
this discovery is slight, for the remedy is worse 
than the disease, which, after all, is not so fatal as 


lightning. Butin a scientific sense this result is 
significant. It strengthens the inference as to the 


eausal relation of the microbe’ of the saliva to 
rabies, and it fairly festablishes a general method 
(viz., by exposure to the air or oxygen,) of atten- 
tuation applicable to tne . four mierobes now 
known. The microbe of chicken cholera has 


already been spoken of in these columns. A third 
is the microbe of charbon, an inflammatory, gan- 


grenous disease peculiarly fatal tosheep in France. 
The practical bearing of this discovery ap- 
pears from the fact that already 400,000 sheep 
have been *‘ vaccinated”’ against charbon, and the 
mortality thus reduced to 1 in 300. The fourth is 


the microbe of typhoid, which Pasteur found in 
the nostrils of horses which died during the 


epizooty in Paris last year. Rabbits inoculated 


with this germ died of true typhoid.

It isnot only in New-York that every va- 
cant clerkship brings out a host of applicants. 
London clerks have recently beén holding meetings 
and expressing their dissatisfaction with the pres- 


ent state of the “ profession.”” The meetings have 
not yet done much to better the condition of the 
clerks, but they have led toa thorough discussion 
of the subject in the London newspapers, and some 
excellent hints have been given the clerks by oid 
merchants, some of whom began life on the high 
stools. Oneof these gentlemen, referring to the 
large number of applicants for every vacant 
clerkship, who says that he has had a large 
experience in advertising for and selecting clerks, 
denies that there are fifty or more eligible candi- 
dates for every vacancy. “*Myown experience,” he 
says, *‘ does not bear this out. Certainly the num- 
ber of applicants is large, as a rule, but very few 
have the qualifications sought for in the advertise- 
ment. In my opinion the genuine supply is not so 
much in excess of the demand. Recently I adver- 
tised for a clerk, clearly stating one or two qualifi- 
cations which were indispensable. I received 
about 250 answers, but out of these only half a 
dozen were from persons who possessed the re- 
quired abilities, and they were, I may add, of no 
unusual nature. Indeed. with ordinary zeal and 
application, they should have been within the com- 
pass of many of the writers, judging from their ex- 
periences as clerks. The market of broadcloth is 
overstocked, perhaps, but the supply of what 
is really wanted is not so excessive.’’ Several 
practical remedies have been suggested, not by 
the clerks themselves, but by their employers. 
One of these is co-operation, especially the estab- 
lishment of a superannuation fund, on the same 
or similar lines as the Government pensions. This 
would give clerks something to look forward to 
in old age and sickness, and would possibly in- 
duce some to retire earlier than they can afford to 
do at present. Another suggestion is that parents 
should be more chary in putting their sons in cleri- 
cal positions. “ Circumstances,” as one of the cor- 
respondents on the subject says, ‘‘ oblige many 
parents to place their sons out as clerks simply 
from the fact of their being in a position to earn 


something at once. Social feeling has still more to 
do with the matter. Our ‘genteel suburbs' 
supply an enormous number of recruits ta 
the ranks of the foriorn band of clerks 
The suburban Mrs. Grundy has decreed that 
on becoming! a tradesman.or mechanic a may 
ceases to be a gentleman, while she pronounces g 
clerkship ‘ a most gentlemanly occupation.’ It is 
the fault of this local Mrs. Grundy that so many 
young men become clerks.” Both of these sugges- 
tions apply just as forcibly to New-York as to 
London.

It was recently announced in England that 
Father Ignatius was collecting subscriptions for a 
restoration of Lanthony Abbey. This abbey be- 
longs to the Landor family and at present is in the 
possession of Walter Savage Landor, the son of 
the great Walter Savage Landor and the heir and 
lord of the manor. Mr. Landor writes to a Lon« 
don newspaper protesting against money heing 
raised on any pretense of restoring this edifice, and 
warning Ignatius not to trespass on or meddle 
with his property. ‘“‘I have given orders,” he 
says, somewhat after his father’s manner, “to my 
agent not to allow any monks to skulk about the 
property.” He hopes nis announcement will put a 
stop to subscriptions which cannot restore 
Lanthony Abbey. It was in relation to the hold- 
ing of services in this abbey that his father wrote 
the famous second letter to the Bishop of the 
diocese, in which he declared: “ God alone is great 
enough for me to ask anything of twice.” 


‘The letter from Charles Darwin on the sub- 
ject of revelation, which was published,in Eng- 
land a fortnight ago and ia part telegraphed to thig 
country, was made public by Katharine Macmillan, 
who wrote from Frankfort-on-the-Main. She saya 
it was addressed to a young student of Jena, in 
whom the study of Darwin’s books had raised te« 
ligious doubts and who had written to Darwin in- 
quiringly on the subject. Darwin’s reply, in fall, is 
as follows: “Sir: Iam very fbusy, and am an old! 
man in delicate health. and have not time to an-’ 





swer your questions fully, even assuming that they 
Bre capable of beirg answered at all. Scionce and 
Christ have nothing ta do with each other, except 
{n as far as the habit of scientific investigation 
makes a man cautious about accepting any proofs. 
As far as I am concerned, I do not believe thst any 
revelation has ever been made. With regard to a 
future life, every one must draw his own coxclu- 
sions from vague and contradictory probabilities. 
Wishing you well, I remain your obedient servant, 
Charles Darwin.” The letter is dated at Down, on 
June 5, 1879, and was quoted by Prof. Haeckel at 
the National Science Congress in Eisenach. 


Dr. Thomson, the Archbishop of York, made 
b thanksgiving prayer for the English victory in 
Egypt which, it is gratifying to see, is looked upon 
In some quarters in England as not very success- 
ful. “We glorify Thee,” he saia, ‘for the late 
victory granted to our army, whereby, as in a mo- 
ment, peace has been restored to Egypt, the high- 
way between England and our Indian empire has 
been made safe, and the pursuits of peace have 
already been resumed by the Egyptian people. 
Teach us to see that Thy hand hath done it, that 
Thou wast in the midst of our camp, to deliver us, 
and to give up our enemies before us. Bring us ali 
to love and fear Thee, and to put our trust under 
the shadow of Thy wings.”? That a victory which 
Is regarded by so many persons as a bondholders’ 
victory should be thus directly attributed to the 
hand of the Almighty might well raise a smile 
from Englishmen of intelligence ana candor. The 
Spectator says there is ‘something positively lu- 
dicrous, as well as sordid, in instructing God as to 
what our British interests are.’ If Dr. Thomson 
bad a son who was sick and had recovered, it asks 
whether he would word his prayer of thanksgiv- 
Ing in the following manner: “I thank Thee, O 
Lord, that my son has been restored to me, where- 
by my soul is rejoiced, and I have been saved his 
funeral expenses.”

THE STRAKOSCH ENGLISH OPERA. 

Mr. Max Strakosch is a manager who fully 
eomprehends the public wants, and has accord- 
ingly arranged his brief season at the Grand Opera- 
house to please the many patrons of that beautiful 
theatre. The audiences have been both numerous 
snd intelligent during the week, and Mr. Strakosch 
will leave New-York with the record of a credita- 
ble series of performances.

The company at the Grand Opera- 
house is not particularly strong. In Mrs. Zelda 
Seguin-Wallace,who assumed the réle of the Queen, 
Mr. Strakosch has his principal artist. Her voice 
is as beautiful as ever, and her singing is distin- 
guished as the best of any contralto on the 
operatic stage. The audience last night was quick 
inits appreciation of this lady’s excellence, ard 
took every occasion toapplaud her as ehe deserved. 
Miss Fritsch was amateurish but pleasing as Arline, 
and sang tastefully, though her voice is not of suf- 
ficient power for the theatre. In the absence of 
Mr. Montegriffo or Mr. Perugini the tenor réle was 
weakly supplied by Mr. Traverner, a new importa- 
tion who may be safely returned to his native land. 
Mr. Sweet and Mr. Connell carried through their 
roles tolerably well, and the chorus was ear- 
pest and industrious, and wou'd have made an im- 
pression in asmaller house. To-night “ Carmen” 
will be played with Mrs. Seguin-Wallace in the title 
role, and On Saturday “ Fatinitza’’ will be given at 
the matinée, and ‘‘Lucia” inthe evening. With these 
performances Mr. Strakosch will conclude his sea- 
son here, and depart to those regions known as 
“the provinces.”

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WORK OF 7HE MISSIONARIES. 
ANNUAL MEETINGS OF TWO GREAT MISSION 
SOCIETIES—GENEROUS GIFTS, 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct, 5.—The meeting of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions continues to- 
day. The Rev. Daniel March opened the meeting 
with prayer. President Bartlett, of Dartmouth 
College, presented the report of the Committee on 
the Dakota Mission. The report, after referring to 
Secretary Mean’s exhaustive paper on that mission, 
recommends that the mission be transferred to the 


American Missionary Association, leaving the de- 
ev of the arrangements to the Presidential Com- 
ee. 

The Rev. 8, V. Willard, of Connecticut, reported 
on the West Central African Missions, and the Rev. 
E. H. Boynton on the European Turkey Mission. 
They were foilowed by the Rev. F. J. Clarke. mls- 
sionary to the Bulgarians. The Rev. Dr. W. E. 
Merriman reported on the Eastern and Central 
Turkey Missions; Col. Franklin Fairbank onthe 
Treasurer's report; the Rev. Dr. H. M. Storrs on 
the Austrian Missions, and the Rev. Dr. Hamlin on 
the Western Turkey Mission. 

Dr. Storrs, in an eloquent address, offered the 
following, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this board the 
Prudential Committee should be encouraged to em- 
Ploy the most strenuous measures approved by Chris- 
tian wisdom to secure thr ugh our national Gover )- 
ment or otherwise to our missionaries in Austria the 
complete enjoyment of civil and religious liberty in 
the administration of missionary work. 

Secretary Alden said that a great burden was 
upon the Prudential Committee. The missions 
demanded for the coming year $100,000 more than 
the committee saw any prospect of receiving, and 
they as yet saw no light. Immediately and with- 
out preconcert, persons whose regular contribu- 
tions were $1,000 or more, arose one after another, 
sometimes two ata time, and pledged themselves 
to double their annual subscriptions. In ten 
minutes nearly $20,000 was thus pledged; and 
then, under the lead of Dr. Webb, those inthe 
audience who felt disposed to double their gifts 
were invited to rise. At least 1,000 persons rose to 
their feet. Probably one-half of the required ad- 
vance was pledged in the closing 15 minutes of the 
prayer-meeting. 

The eleventh public meeting of the Women’s 
Board of Missions was held at the High-Street 
Church this morning. The crowd in the church 
Was so great that an overflow meeting was held in 
a neighboring church. Mrs, W. H. Fenn, of Port- 
land. Vice-President of the board, presided. The 
report of the Women’s Board in the East was read 
by the Secretary. It has under its care 21 branches 
in this country, 8 conference associations, between 
700 and 800 auxiliaries, and from 500 to 600 mission 
circles among the children. In the foreign field it 
has 92 missionaries, 67 Bible women, 21 boarding 
missionaries, and 114 village and day schools. The 
total receipts sinee Jan. 1 amounted to $91,985. 

From the interior an encouraging report was 
given by Mrs. Case, of Chicago. From the Wom- 
an’s Board on the Pacific coast, Miss L. M. Fay, of 
San Francisco, reported missionary societies estab- 
lished in nearly all of the churches. Miss Geary 
spoke of the encouraging outlook for women in 
Japan, and of their desire for Western civilization. 
From India Miss Park reports a demand for 
Christian preaching and the lack of a supply. 
From Turkey, Mrs. Allen reports a great desire 
among the girls fora Christian education, and the 
success of the Harport College. 

Miss Rice, of the Restorian Mission, contributed 
& paper showing the eondition of women in that 
country 80 years ago and now, exhibiting a re- 
markable advance. 

_ Interesting addresses were made by the follow- 
ing missionary ladies: Mrs. J. L. Atkinson, of Ja- 
pan; Miss Stone, ot Bulgaria, and Miss Morris, of 
the Zulu Mission.

THE PROH/BITION MOVEMENT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—The State Conven- 
tion of the Christian Temperance Union of In- 
diana, which has been in session in this city since 
yesterday, has adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That, in the judgment of this convention, 
we deem it to be the duty of the members of the State 
Christian Temperance Union, and of the subordinate 
divisions, to give their earnest influence in favor of 
the submission of the pending constitutional amend- 
ments by the next Legisiature to a direct vote of the 
peopie ata special election. It is also desirous that 


they should favorthe candidates who advovate this 
policy, without regard to their political opinions. 

In connection with the meeting of the Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, a gathering of submission 
Democrats from all parts of the State was held 
this afternoon. Dr. J. P. Cessna, of Noble County, 
was Chairman, and Isaac Keene, of Van- 
derburg County, Secretary. A committee 
on resolutions was appointed, and _pre- 
sented a number which were unanimously 
adopted. They condemn the resolution in the 
Demoeratic State platform on the prohibitory 
amendment as unwise, unjust, unfair, and not in 
accordance with Democratic principles nor 
precedents; that the application of the gag rule 
Was an outrage that ought to be repudiated by 
every fair-minded Democrat in the State; that the

INDORSING THE TICKET. 


MASS-MEETING OF THE LINCOLN CLUB— 
WHAT PROF. DWIGHT AND OTHERS BAY. 
A mass-meeting to ratify the Republican 

State ticket was held in Chickering Hall last even- 

ing by the Lincoln Club. The hall was between 

one-half and two-thirds full, among the audience 
being several ladies. John D. Lawson called the 
meeting to order, and introduced Prof. Theodore 

W. Dwight as Chairman. A noticeable feature of 

the meeting was the absence of applause when the 

names of Garfield, Lincoln, and Cornell were men- 
tioned, while the names of Folger and President 


Arthur were loudly cheered.. Prof. Dwight 
said it was useless to disguise the fact 
that there were s-rious . dissensions in 
the Republican Party. A large portion 
ot the party was divided into opposing camps. 
There were, however, many sincere Republicans 
not belonging to either division. The speaker was 
one of them. He was neither a Stalwart nor a 
half-breed. He was simply a Republican from the 
beginning, and a Republican always, uniformly 
supporting the nominations, unless they resulted in 
men of bad character or men rotoriously unfit for 
the positions to which they aspired. Prof. Dwight 
said ne knew Mr. Folger well, and praised him 
very highly. If elected. legislative Re on would not 
prevail if he was abie to detect them. He would 
Wear no man’s collar, whether he was a man of 
wealth or of political power. It Jay Gould, as was 
alleged, had promoted bis nomination for corrupt 
purposes, he wouid not get from him the 
aid he expected. Prof. Dwight was not one of 
those afraid of Jay Gould. Capitalists were pro- 
verbially timid, and it was already announced that 
he was going into retirement. His wasaname to 
conjure with—to frighten the State from its pros- 
perity—more useful to affect children than grown 
men. The speaker praised Mr. Folger’s letter of 
acceptance, and briefly indorsed Judge Andrews. 
He then pleaded for union in the party, warning 
his hearers that the failure to elect Folger would 
not be simply a New-York defeat, but a national 
defeat. There was but one objection baving the 
merit of plausibility, he continued, which 
could be made by Kepublicans to Mr. 
Folger’s _ election. It was claimed that 
his nomination was obtained by _ forgery 
and fraud, and fraud should not be allowed to 
triumph in his success. Prof. Dwight would not 
be outdone in denouncing fraud in an election or 
in amominating convention, At the same time it 
was not every forgery or fraud which would 
vitiate an election or nomination. ‘The fraud in 
the present case was indirect and remote. Its 
only effect could be to act on the motives of mem- 
bers by means Of a stimulated majority in the 
State Committee, and thus induce the former to 
join astampede. The candidates had nothing to 
do with the fraud; the State Committee as a body 
had nothing to do with it. It was cer- 
tainly a very grave question whether, 
after a convention had adjourned, its 
doings were to be nullified by such an 
isolated act as this. Such a precedent might send 
us very far afield in search of remote grounds of 
action, which, being staznped as fraudulent, might 
vitiate proceedings reguiarintheir form. It was 
dangerous to call a new convention under such 
circumstances. The wise course was to forbid 
proxies. The objection to Mr. Folger that his 
name was used to defeat the nomination of Gov. 
Cornell went upon the fallacious theory that one 
in office has, if faithtul, a vested right, as it were, 
to are-election. After one’s term of office had ex- 
pired he had no legal or moral claim to a re- 
election. It was the privilege of the party to which 
be belonged to nominate orreject him without 
giving reasons forits action, In conclusion Prof. 
Dwight urged his hearers to work for the success 
of the ticket, and then introduced the Hon. Cort- 
landt Parker, of New-Jersey. who made the princi- 
pal address. 

Mr. Parker reviewed Mr. Folger’s record with 
many words of praise. If it was true, he said, that 
President Arthur had suggested his nomination, it 
did not follow that he should be rejected. The 
President was a citizen of New-York and should 
be denied neither his vote nor the right to suggest 
who, in his judgment, would be a good Governor 
of his native State. Mr. Parker praised Mr. Ar- 
thur’s Administration, aud asked what complaint 
Republicans had to make if they couldn't complain 
of theircandidate. Concerning the forged proxy Mr. 
Parker held that the flat of the convention could 
not be upset simply because its members were so 
foolish as to let outsiders have anvthing to say. 
If the candidate did not help on the fraud it was 
folly, wrong, and almost wicked to reject him. 
Inasmuch as out of wrong came right, out of evil 
came good, the speaker did not see that any one 
should turn his back on the candidate because he 
owed his nomination directly or indirectly to the 
fraud and forgery of one or two men. Fraud 
should not be remedied by injustice. As to the 
objection that the management of the campaign 
had been put in the hands of a man who had been 
called ascoundrel, Mr. Parker said he was a stranger 
and did not know much about it, but it wasa new 
thing if the Democratic campaign was to be man- 
aged by more honest men than the Republican. 
W hat had honest intelligent voters got to do with 
the question who engineers the campaign? Was 
the canse right? was the guestion. Mr. Parker 
concluded with aringing indorsement of the his- 
tory of the Republican Party. Resolutions indors- 
ing Mr, Folger were adopted, and then the meeting 
adjourned. 

Ata meeting of the Third Assembly District Re- 
publican Association last evening, Mr. Charles N. 
Taintor presiding, resolutions were adopted pledg- 
ing the support of the Republicans of the district 
to the Hon. Charles J. Folger, the Republican can- 
didate for Governor, and the other nominees of the 
Saratoga Convention. The resolu ions also called 
attention to che “efficiency and economy in the 
public service and in the wise and ec nomical ad- 
ministration of the affairs of this State under the 
Administration of Gov. Cornell as a prvofthat the 
Republican Party is worthy of public confidence, 
and that it will faithfully and wisely discharge all 
its public trusts.”’ 

At their meeting last evening the Nineteenth 
District Republican Association adoptea a very 
long series of resolutions indorsing the nominees 
of the Saratoga Convention, and especially the 
Hon. Charles J. Folger, whom the resolutions eulo- 
gized most lavishly. These declared him to have 
‘ever stood ready to defend the principles of the 
Republican Party with all the ability, financial and 
otherwise, at hls command.”

THE VERMONT GOVERNOR'S INAUGURAL, 

MonrTPELIER, Vt., Oct. 5.—Gov. Jobn L, 
Barstow was inaugurated to-day. His inaugural 
states that the debt of the State is $209,583. It 
recommenas the appointment of,a joint Standing 
Committee on Phraseology, by which the language 
of all the bills presented to the Legislature should 
be examined, and if used, be corrected; also the 


creation of the office of Attorney-General for the 
State.

THOSE CONEY ISLAND LEASES. 


VALUABLE PROPERTY MADE UNPRODUCTIVE 
BY GRACELESS MANIPULATORS, 

The Senate Committee on Villages heard 
further testimony yesterday relative to the leasing 
of Coney Island property. Benjamin G. Hitchings, 
an attorney of Gravesend, and a property-owner 
and large tax-payer there, occupied the attention 
of the committee during the greater portion of its 
three hours’ session. It was he who brought suit 
under the old Tweed statute to set aside the sale 
of the extreme eastern point of the island to the 
Manhattan Beach Railroad Company, by whom it 


was transferred to the Manhattan Beach gg or te 
ment Company. The Court of Appeals, before 
which the suit was taken, decided that it could not 
lie, on the ground that the word *‘ property” used 
in the act did not apply to the real estate of a 
town. The witness said that at the meeting which 
appointed Stephen I. Voornis Appraiser there 
were present over 130 employes of the Manhattan 
Railway Company, marshaled by Superintendent 
Weed and the road’scounsel, Mr. Sully. They con- 
trolled and ran the meeting to suit themselves, 
and were a rough and disorderly crowd. 
Many tax-payers refused to attend the 
meeting through fear of bodily injury, and 
the witness was advised not toattend. He went, 
nevertheless, and was not injured by anyone. He 
asserted that he was about the only man on the 
island who wasn't afraid of the peopie who were 
attempting to improperly obtain possession of the 
public lands of the town. The release granted to 
tho Manhattan Company after the alleg: d appratse- 
ment by Voorhis and Armstrong, the witness held, 
released all title which the town had in all the prop- 
erty which the Manhattan Improvement Company 
held to be theirs, including that on which the Man- 
hattan Beach and Oriental Hotels stand, as well as 
the extreme eastern point. The property east 0: 
the Oriental Hotel, appraised as worth $1,500, he 
held to be worth from $300,000 to $400,000, provided 
a good title could be given. The value of the en- 
tire property under like conditions, without im- 
provements, he considered worth from $1,000,0U0 
to $1,500,000, : 

“Was Mr. Voorhis ertitled to any compensation 
for his services as apprai er?” asked Mr. Williams, 
the committee’s counsel. 

** Well, he wasn’t entitled to any from the town. 
Probably he was from the Manhattan Beach Com- 
pany,” answered Mr. Hitchings, sarcastically, and 
in such a tone as to create au explosion of laughter 
at the implication. 

Since the law of 1880 was passed. the witness 
stated, the town has been receiving virtually noth- 
ing, and in many cases absolutely nothing, for its 
valuable property west of the Boulevard. This, 
he said, would have been disposed of for a trifle 
but for the institution of suits that have prevented 
tbe Trustees of the Jands, who are the creatures of 
the lessees, from disposing of all the property. So 
little income is received that the town cannot pay 
from the receipts the expense of running the 
school on the is!land, and bonds have been issued 
to mee: the indebtedness incurred in carrying it on, 
although it is provided that it shall be -upported 
out of the receipts from the rental of the common 
lands of the town. As instances of the ridic- 
ulous way in which the grounds were leased 
the witness cited the following instances: 
John McMahon paid $31 a year for the 
lease of certain property at the east end 
of the island, and then sold his lease for $700 in 
cash. Mr. Vanderveec bas a 10 years’ lease for the 
property on which his hotel and bathing-houses 
stand, at $46, which is worth at least $5,000. Ber- 
nard Doyle, one of the Commissieners of the public 
lands, leased a plot of land on the Boulevard for 
$41 a year, and then leased one-eighth of it to Mrs. 
Sophia Treviranus for $1,000, who in turn leased a 
portion of her part for $4,000. This transaction is a 
matter of record. Transactions equally against the 
interests of the town are frequent, he said, and in 
every instance where a lease has been sold it is a 
matter.of record that the prices obtained were 
greatly in excess of what the town received, and 
more nearly a proper valuation of the property. 

George Stilwell,a Gravesend farmer, who was 
activejin calling a special meeting to take steps to 
nullify the release of its prone by the town to 
the Manhattan Beach R ilroad Company, stated 
that such steps were prevented by the Manhattan 
Beach people, who, at a meeting held June 29, 
1878, packed it with waiters from the hotel. A 
meeting he!d in December, 1878, was also packed 
by a mob of about 200, who came to Gravesend, 
on the Manhattan Beach Railroad, and packed the 
Town Hall so as to prevent the citizens from tak- 
ing such action as they desired. He introduced 
the sworn report of a stenographer who was 
present at the last meeting, toshow how the Chair- 
man, Justice Storms, refused to entertain resolu- 
tions offered to investigate the alleged fraudulent 
sale of land, and how he yielded to the dictates of 
the mobled by Mr. Sully, one of the counsel forthe 
Manhattan Beach people. In concluding his testimo- 
ny he said the property disposed of for $1,5}0 was 
worth, without any improvements, at least $100.- 
000, and that the tax-payers did not want the land 
sold at any price, but wanted to keep so valuable a 
property for rental. Atthe conclusion of his testi- 
mony the hearing was adjourned until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

At the conclusion of the hearing James Arm- 
strong, counsel for the Manhattan Beach Improve- 
ment pgs age and one of the appraisers of the 
property in dispute, said that the Manhattan 
Beach Company did not claim to have bought the 
property from the town, and that they had paid 
$1,500 forarelease of a claim which the town 
made to a titie on the pronerty, but which was not 
a valid claim, merely to keep the authoritie< good- 
natured. “ Why,” he said, “this whole matter has 
been adjudicated upon in our favor by the State 
Land Commissioners, consisting of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney-General, 
Treasurer, and Engineer of the State. These peo- 
ple are all of them strikers. This man Hitchings, 
who has just testified, told meif I would give him 
$2,000 he would withdraw all opposition, and that 
no other people in the town would bother usin the 
future. I testified tothis before the State Com- 
missioners in his presence. He's a striker, the 
same as the others, It won’t do him anv good now, 
though, for the Manhattan Beach Company has got 
through being struck.”’

RESULT OF THE INQUEST ON THE 
TUNNEL DISASTER. 

SIE TELEGRAPH OPERATOR, THE WATER- 
BOY, THE CONDUCTOR OF THE NEW- 
HAVEN TRAIN, AND THE HARLEM AND 
HARTFORD AND NEW-HAVEN RAILROADS 
HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR THE COLLISION. 


The inquest in the matter of the Hudson 
River Railroad tunnel accident was resumed by 
Coroner Herrman yesterday afternoon at 2 o’slock. 
Frank R. Chambers and Andrew Barr, passengers 
Dn the New-Haven train, told what they knew and 
thought of the collision. Their testimony did not 
iiffer from that previously given by other passen- 
Fers on the same train. George H. Van Tassel, en- 
pineer of the train that immediately preceded the 
New-Iaven train, said that he was warned to stop 
by two torpedoes and ared light. just before he 
reached Eighty sixth-street. He remained atthe 
latter station about 8 minutes. In answer to a 
Question by one of the jurors, Mr. Van Tassel said 
that he could stop atrain inside of 400 feet. Au- 
gustus M. Acker, about 18 years of age, said that he 
was fireman on the engine of the Harlem rapid 
transit train. He testified that after the collision 
he walked back inthe tunnel and met the brake- 


man of the New-Haven train. The latter told him 
that he bad not go..e more than half a car’s length 
from his train when the accident occurred. The 
tunnel was very dark and full of steam and smoke. 

Coroner Herrman, in charging the jury, said that 
Owing to the importance of the ease he had consid- 
bred it his duty to select a jury composed of men 
well known to the community. He said that the 
collision occurred because the Harlem train was 
not signaled to stop. It was evident, ho thought, 
that Rawson, the telegraph operator at Eighty- 
bixth-street, should have put outasignal to stop 
that train before attending to anything else. He 
Sid not doit, and therefore neglected his duty. 
At this point young Rawson interrupted tbe Coro- 
ner by saying that the jury had not heard the whole 
of his statement. 

Coroner Herrman—I asked you before you left 
the stand if you had anything further to say. 

Mr. Kawson—Well, the jury has not heard all of 
my statement. 

Coroner Iierrman—It is too late now. It is in 
bad taste for you to interrupt the proceedings, 

The Coroner said that Conductor Rood did not 
take the necessary precautions to protect the rear 
of his train. He remarked that it was for the jury 
to say whether there was a sufficient number of 
competent brakemen on the New-Haven train. 
They were also to consider whether the tunnel 
was properly lighted and ventilated. He hoped 
the jury would place the responsibility fer the ac- 
cident where it belonged. ‘if you find anybody 
guilty,” he sald, “say so, and don’t be afraid.” 
The Coroner said thatit was the duty of Brake- 
man Robins, as soon as thetrain stopped, to run 
back and notifv the approaching train, and if he 
did not doit he was respons’ble. The jury retired at 
8:10 o'clock and came in with their verdict at 7:50 
o'clock. The verdict was as follows: 

* We find that Marie Aubert, Elizabeth Cromme- 
lin, and William Howe aied in consequence of in- 
juries sustained in a collision at or near the Eighty- 
Rixth-street station, in the tunnel or side cut of the 
New-York and Harlem Railroad, otherwise known 
ks the ‘rapid transit’ road, said collision being 
vaused by a train of the New-York ana Harlem 
Railroad Company running intoa train of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
Bt the time standing on said track. 

** We find that to the failure of W. D. C. Rawson, 
the telegraph operator at the Ninety-sixth-street 
Btation, to signal the approaching New-York and 
Harlem train is attributable the possibility of such 
an accident, and we find the said W. D. C. 
Rawson guilty of culpable negligence. We find 
that George E. Rond, the conduetor of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford train, 
In conducting his train with an insufficient number 
of brakemen and without the necessary equipmert 
for signai service, and in accepting an unqualified 
person, of immature age and inadequate experi- 
ence, asa substitute fora reguiar brakeman, and 
In other and materiai respects being regardless of 
the safety of the pussengers, whose lives were in 
his keeping, was guilty of cross and criminal negli- 
rence. Weconsider that Robert L. Robins, in as- 
suming the duties of a brakeman and not follow- 
ing the rules governing the runuing of truins, in 
immediately proceeding to the rear when his train 
stops to notify approaching trains, is guilty of cul- 
pable negligence. 

“We find that the New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad Company is guilty of gross and 
criminal negligence in failing to provide in said 
tunnel sufficient appliances for the signaling of 
trains, and jn failing to provide a sufficient num- 
ber of employes to carry out such precautions as 
the rules require to be taken in such emergencies, 
and is therefore responsible for the deaths afore- 
baid. We further find that the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company is guilty of 
gross and criminal .negligence and reprehensible 
dereliction of duty in failing to provide on the 
trains of said road a sufficient number of brake- 
meu charged with and instructed in the duty of 
leaving their trains when delayed, and going along 
the track a suitable distance to apprise approach- 
ing trains of danger; that their failure so to pro- 
vide a sufficient number of brakemen on the 
wrecked train was the cause of the deaths of said 
Merie Aubert, Elizabeth Crommelin, and William 
— and they are responsibla therefor, as afore- 
said. 

“ We would urge upon the Legislature the enact- 
ment of laws providing for greater safety in rail- 
road travel, and we recommend that the Common 
Council assist, as far as they can,in specially pro- 
cnring such legislation. We cannot refrain from 
eoudemning, in the management of these roads, a 
Mistaken economy, which-—-directed to the secur- 
ing of large dividends—ignores and dispenses with 
the simplest agencies required for the safety of 

heir passengers. The jury also are of the opinion 
that any engineer who Jeaves hisengine, especially 
In the time of an emergency or ata crisis, as did 
Abraham Close, engineer of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Harttord Kailroad Company, does not 
seem to be governed by a proper sense of his re- 
tponsibilities under the circumstances, and de- 
Berves the severest censure. We find that the 
omission of the block system from the rapid transit 
tracks, where, in our judgment, it is most neces- 
Bary. is adefect. We find no means adopted for 
lighting tunnels on what is known as rapid transit 
tracks which, in our judgment, is essential to the 
Becurity of travel. We recommend a perfect sys- 
tem of lighting the place therein. We recommend 
that the arrangement of ditches and surface of 
roadbeds in tunnels be placed in condition to 
make them safe for passage. We find, on personal 
examination, that the ventilation of rapid transit 
tunnueisis deficient, and recommend that openings 
be made more frequent to the main track, and those 
that are now made be enlarged as mucn as practi- 
cable.”’ 

The verdict was a unanimous one,and was signed 
by John J. Morris, John D. Crimmins, James J. Coo- 
gan, Terence Farley, Arthur McMullin, James M. 
Schmidt, Moses Ehrenreich. John F. idem, William 
H. Falconer, Isaac Rosenwald, James Goldschmidt, 
William D. Farwell, and Fritz Handrech. After 
tne reading of the verdict Coroner Herrman 
thanked and complimented the jury and stated 
that Conductor Rood, Telegraph Operator Rawson, 
and Water-boy Robins would be required to appear 
before him to day and renew their bonds, 


THE SLATER FUND TRUSTEES. 

There was a meeting of the Trustees of the 
fobn F. Slater fund, the purpose of which is ‘the 
apliiting of the lately emancipated population of 
the Southern States and their posterity, by con- 
ferring on them the blessings of Christian educa- 
tion,” in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday. Ex- 
President R. B. Hayes, the President of the board, 
was in the chair. The others present were John 
A. Stewart, of this City; Morrison R. Waite, of 
Washington, D. C.; Alfred H. Colquitt, of Augusta, 
Ba.; Morris K. Jesup, of this City; James P. Boyce, 
pf Louisville, Ky.; Daniel C. Gilman, of Baltimore, 
Md.; William A. Slater, of Norwich, Conn. Wil- 
liam E. Dodge, of this City, and the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks, of Boston, Mass.. were 
anabie to attend. The morning was spent in 
routine business and in considering the investment 
of the fund, a large part of which is now beginning 
to draw interest. This income will be availabie for 
the purpose of the trust in 1883. When the fund 
was turned over to the Trustees about $550,000 of 
It had been invested in securities by the donor, but 
the remainder was in cash. The money has been 
put in bond avd mortgage. The afternoon 
Bession was devoted to a consideration of 
the office of General Agent, and the Execu- 
tive Committee was authorized to confer with 
the Rev. A. G. Haygoed, President of Emery Col- 
lege, at Oxford, Ga., aud endeavor to secure his 
services in that positiou. Emery College is not an 
institution for colored people. The plan for apply- 
ing the proceeds of the fund was not de- 
‘ermined by the board nor considered at 
ny lengtn. The means to be employed is left to 
be discretion of the Trustees. The donor indi- 
tated his wish to vromote “ the training of teach- 
ers from among the people requiring to be tanght,”’ 
and “the encouragement of such institutions as 
are most cffoctually useful in promoting this train- 
ing of teachers.” Neither principal por income 
cun be expended in land or buildings. A committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Hayes, Colquitt, Gilman, 
Boyce, and Dodge, has the subject in charge. The 
board adjourned until to-morrow morning at 10 
Velock. 


THE CHILDREN’S PROTECTORS. 
Tne Board of Directors of the Society for 


the Prevention of Crucity to Children met yester- 


day in the society’s building. Resolutions of re- 
spect to the memory of the late Frederic de 
Peyster, who was one of the organizers of the 
sa -lety, were adopted.

THE NATIONAL TRUST’ COMPANY. 


CONTINUATION OF THE SENATE COMMIT- 
TEE’S INVESTIGATION, 

The members of the Senate Committee on 
Insurance engaged in investigating the National 
Trust Company Receivership met yesterday at Sen- 
ator Russell’s office, No. 52 William-street, to con- 
tinue the inquiry. Senator Kiernan presided. 
Henry P. Lamb was called to the stand, and 
in reply to questions by ex-Senator Ecclesine, 
counsel to the Chairman of the committee, testi- 
fied that he was Bank Superintendent in 1879. It 
was he who directed Mr. Best to examine into the 


condition of the National Trust Company’s affairs. 
There were regular Bank Examiners who were re- 
tained upon a stated salary, but in this instance he 
had appointed Mr. Best Examiner because the reg- 
ular Bank Examiner, to whom the matter should 
have passed, was not in a position to under- 
take the affair, owing to the fact that his father 
was prominently identified with the company. 
From the report submitted by Mr. Best the witness 
came to the conclusion that the companv’s capital 
had become impaired to the extent of $700,000, 
while the indebtedness was nearly $2,000,000, the 
capital having been reduced to $800,000. Such being 
the condition of the company’s affairs, he consid- 
ered that the business ought to be wound up in the 
interest of public safety, and he accordingly ap- 
pointed the Receiver. 

William J. Royal, a lawyer, testified that he had 
examined Mr. Best's accounts. He found items 
aggregating $88,000 which, in his opinion, ought 
not to have been contained in the account, At 
this juncture Mr. F. N. Bangs, counsel for Mr. 
Best, asked if the witness wae testifying as an ex- 
pert. Ex-Senator Ecclesine replied in the nega- 
tive. Mr. Bangs then said that, such being the 
case, he must take exception to the witness giving 
testimony of this kind as to the accounts. After a 
hot discussion between counsel ex-Senator Eccle- 
sine vielded the point, and the witness was turned 
over to Mr. Bangs for cross-examination. 

Mr. Bangs—Do you believe that Mr. Best em- 
bezzled any property belonging to the company at 
at any time during his connection with the con- 
cern? 

Witness—That is an unfair question. 

Mr. Bangs—I don't wish you to churacterize my 
questions. I want you to answer them. 

Witness—I will not answer that question unless 
ordered by the committee to do so. 

Mr. Bangs—Do you not know that he was not 
guilty of any such embezzlement? 

Witness, (with much energy)—No; I do not. 

At this point the investigation was adjourned 
until Monday next. 

As the committee rose, an elderly woman, who 
had been in attendance throughout the session, 
made her way up to Mr. Best. She was dressed in 
black, and was of respectable appearance. Ad- 
dressing Mr. Best, she said: “Now that the ses- 
sion has closed, Sir, I will ask you what you have 
done with wy son.’? Without making any reply, 
Mr. Best rose from his chair with almost 
ludicrous into an ad- 
joining room. The woman was at once 
suyrounded by a number of persons, who 
inquired of her what the matter was. She said 
that her name was Mrs. Elizabeth Green, and that 
she lived at Montclair, N. J. Her husband 
died some time ago, leaving Mr. Best as Executor 
of his estate. Mr. Best had betrayed the trust im- 
posed in him. He had robbed her and her son, 
who was a mere Jad, out of the greater part of 
their inheritance. He had even ‘'stolen” the late 
Mr. Green's overcoat and gold wateh. Mrs. Green 
in making this statement gave evidence that she 
was a woman of education and good breeding. On 
being further questioned, however, she became 
confused and made unintelligible replies, showing 
that her mind was unbalanced. She asserted that 
Best had taken her son away from her and that 
she had never seen him since. Senatur Koch at 
this point came from the room in which Mr. Best 
Lad taken refuge, and toid Mrs. Green that she 
was in Senator Russell's office, that it was ** uo- 
fair to make a scene” there, and requested her to 
leave. before going she handed a bystander a 
paper containing a poem headed “ The Traitor’s 
Promise—Lines to William J. Best.’”” The poem set 
forth that Mr. Best ‘* prayed” bv the bedside of 
the departing Mr. Green, and that afterward he 
* preyed” upon theestate. The concluding stanza 
read: 

“O, such a man should never die, 
But like the Wandering vew, 
Should vainly from his tortures fly 
And still find tortures new.”’ 

Upon emerging from the room in which he had 
sought refuge Mr. Best was asked to give some 
particulars with regard to Mrs. Green. He declined 
to say anything with regard to the matter, but 
advised his questioner to seek information on the 
subject from Assistant District Attorney Fiero. 
Mr. Fiero was not in the City yesterday.

FIVE CONTESTS DECIDED AT JE- 

ROME PARK YESTERDAY. 2 

THE BOOK-MAKERS DO CONSIDERABLE BUSI- 
NE&3 WITHOUT INTERFERENCE—ADAL- 
GIZA, GENERAL MONROE, GIROFLE, KEN- 
NESAW, AND POST GUARD THE WINNERS, 

On Wednesday night it was asserted in the 
turf “exchanges” that book-making would be re- 
sumed at Jerome Park yesterday, and odds were 
offered that such would be the case, and this, 
coupled with the fact that the pool-rooms at Hun- 
ter’s Point were ordered to be closed, induced a 
large number of men to visit the course, and there 
were probably 2,000 persons on the grand stand and 
quarter stretch when the racing began yesterday. 
Three drags were on the club-house bluff, but fash- 
jon’s quarter was deserted. More delightful weath- 
er for racing could not have been desired, and the 
track was in admirable order, although it was slow 
and prevented fast time. Inspector Dilks, witha 
squad of officers, was present, as on the preceding 
days, but did not make any arrests, although 
the book-makers transacted considerable business. 
At first they were timid, but as the afternoon 
wore on they became bolder, and many bets were 
recorded when the officers were not near at hand. 


Five races vere on the card, the first of which was 
a dash of three-quarters of a mile, for 2-year olds, 
in which Adalgiza defeated a tield of eight com- 
petitors. A handicap sweepstakes of a mile and 
three furlongs followed, for which there were 
eight well-known competitors, and General Mon- 
roe was the victor. The Grand National Handicap 
was the third race, and the only competitors were 
Fair Count and Groflé, and the latter won with 
ease. A selling race of a mile and an eighth was 
captured by Kennesaw, and a steeple-chase, with 
with six competitors, brought the a toa 
close. It was won by Post Guard, with the top 
weight. The details are appended: 


THE THREE-QUARTER DASH. 


The first race was a dash of three-quarters of a 
mile, for two-year olds; purse $500: the winuer to 
be sold at auction for $3,000. with allowances. 
This brought seven youngsters to the post, out of 
the nine entries, in J. B. Prior's bay filly, by Virgil, 
out of Friday, to be sold for $500, 82 pounds, 
(Higes;) J. E. Kelly’s br. c. Marc Antony, $500, 85 
pounds, (Sheridan;) P. H. Ryan’s ch. f. Adalgiza, 
$1,500, 97 pounds, (Brennan;) G, F. Johnson’s ch, 
f. Lizzie Mac, $1,000, 92 pounds, (Riley;) 
Dwyer Brothers’ ch. g. Wandering, $1,500, 
97 pounds, (Evans;) Frederick Carter's br. 
% Felicia, $1,000, 92 pounds, (Barnes,) 
and E. J. Baldwin's ch. g. Grismer, $1,200, 94 pounds, 
{Willlams.) There was considerable private betting 
done, and Wandering appeared to be the favorite, 
while Felicia was largely sought after. As soon as 
they got under way, Felicia took the lead at the 
timer’s stand, with Lizzie Mac second, Adalgiza 
third, and Wandering fourth, the others ina group. 
As they ran to the club-house hill, Felicia re- 
tained the lead, while Grismer went up to 
the secend place, with the others in a 
group. Going out of sight, Felicia had a 
lead of three lengths, but when they re- 
appeared she was only half a length in front of 
Adalgiza, who was Japped on the quarter by Wan- 
dering and Grismer. Running downto tbe three- 
quarter pole Adalgiza challenged and took the 
lead, and at the furlong pole was leading half a 
length, while Felicia, Lizzie Mac, Wandering. and

The second race was a handicap sweepstakes of

For this there were eight com- 
petitors, including Charles Littlefield’s br. c, Free 
Gold, 3 years. 85 pounds, (Sheridan;) E. J. Bald- 
win’s b. m. Clara D., aged, 100 pounds, (Bren- 
nan:) E. V. Snedeker’s ch. f. Girofla,4 years, 
105 pounds, (W. Donahue;) F. Morris's b. c. 
Priam, 4 years, 108 pounds, (Evans;) E. J. Me- 
Elmiel’s b. c. General Monroe, 4 years, 110 pounds, 
(Blaylock;) Dwyer Brothers’ ch. g. Bootjack, 4 
years, 115 pounds, (J. McLaughlin;) James T. Wil- 
liams’s br. g. Checkmate, aged, 120 pounds, (Mur- 
phy.) and Charles Reed's b. f. Thora, 4 years, 118 
pounds, (Brophy.) The betting was largely in 
favor of Thora, who was a strong favorite, and the 
layers of odds won handsomely on the result. The 
starting-point was half-way down the 2-year-old 
course, and some difficulty was experienced in get- 
ting them off, but after several attempts they were 
sent upon their journey in close order, and they ran 
down to the three-quarter pole and entered the 
regular track in a bunch, with Clara D. tn the lead.

The third race was the renewal of the Grand Na- 
tional Handicap Sweepstakes of $100 each, half 
forfeit: S20 if declared, with $800 added, the sec- 
ond to receive $200 out of the stakes; two niles 
and aquarter. There were 10 nominations, and 3 
were marked as starters, but Lida Stanhope was 
withdrawn, and the race was reduced toa match 
between C. H. Vettingill’s b. g. Fair Count, 6 years, 
110 pounds, (J. MeLaughlin,) and E. V. Snedexer & 
Co.'s ch. m. Giroflé, 5 years, 117 pounds, (W. Dona- 
hue.) The latter was the favorite at two to one. 
They recvived an even start from the three-quarter 
pole, but Fair Count immediately set the pace, and 
Donahue took a steady pull on the mare. When 
they reached the judges’ stand Fair Count was 
leading two lengths, and was going at a good 
pace.

The race 
was mile heats, best three in five, and was won by 
Guess Not in three straight heats in 2:30; 2:20, and 
2:28 Elvira was distanced in the first heat. Solo was 
second and Bertha Clay thira in the three heats, 
After this race George B. Alley’s Leland colt was 
trotted for half a mile in 1:1634. This exhibition was 
given at the request of many of Mr. Allevy’s friends. 
He had matched his colt against Mr. McCoon’s colt 
for $500 a side, the winner to take both colts, and 
Mr. McCoon had paid a forfeit of $500. The third 
race of the day,and the one in which the horse- 
men took the deepest interest, was for the Mali 
Stakes, $4,150, between 38yearold colts. The 
entries were—The Palo Alto Stock Farm's b. f. 
Wildflower, by Electioneer, out of Mayflower’ Bak- 
er & Harrigan’s br. c. Meander, by Belmont, out of 
Minerva; T. Kilpatrick’s b. f. Lucy Walter, by Sir 
Walter Scott, out of Semonita; R. Steel's b. c. Er- 
nest Maltravers, by Happy Medium, out of Price- 
Jess. and W.H. Tailer’s b. g. Senator Sprague, by 
Governor Sprague, out of MilaC. Murphy drove 
Meander; Marvin, Wildflower: Irwin, Ernest Mal- 
travers, and Hurd, Senator Sprague. The first heat 
was easily won by Wildflower in 2:32, with Mean- 
der second, Senator Sprague third, Ernest Maltrav- 
ers fourth, and Lucy Walter fifth. 

After this heat the veteran criver Dan Maee ap- 
pared on the track behind Mr. Work’s great team 
Edward and Swiveller. As this beautiful pair of 
animals, moving like a piece of machinery, passed 
the club-house and grand stand the spectators sent 
up a cheer that seemed to daze Mr. Vanderbilt, 
who stood with watch in hand onthe club-house 
steps permitting a raw-boned horseman, with hay- 
seed in his hair, to whisper in his left ear. Mr. Mace 
raised his hat and saluted tne spectators. He wore 
great goggles, and sat like a fixture in the wagon. 
David Bonner was called into the judges’ stand as 
an extra judge for the trial of speed about to be 
made. When Edward and Swiveller approached 
the judges’ stand at a rapid gate, followed by a 
trotter driven close behind in order to keep up 
their courage, the crowds cheered again. 
Mr. Vanderbilt edged toward his friend. Mr. 
Eastman, and seemed anxious to hear comfort- 
ing words. Mr. Work was as solid and solemn 
as a rock. The painted words on the judges’ 
stand, ‘‘July 138, 1882, Edward and Swiveller, 
2:1634,"’ glared at. the spectators. When the word 
“Go” was given, as the team reached the 
judges’ stand, the excitement at the club-house 
and inthe grand stand grew intense, The team 
made the quarter in 0:35, the half in 1:08%4, the 
three-quarters in 1:4434, and the mile in 2:20)4, or 
834 seconds slower time than was m de on 
July 13. The crowds were delighted, and gave 
expressions to their feelings in loud cheers. 
Mr. Work was highly gratified and was heartily 
congratulated. He said that he did not, of course, 
expect his team, in cool weather, to beat the record 
made in July. Then the weather was warm 
and better for speed. He bad directed Mr. 
Mace, the driver,to make the mile in something 
like 2:20, and when Mr. Mace drove up in front of 
the judges’ stand and looked at the figures 2:2014 
he, too, was glad. There was a nervous twitch 
about ;Mr. Vanderbilt's mouth. He was inelined 
to scoff at the time, and he and Mr. 
Eastman discussed the matter, Shepherd F. Knapp 
became interested, and at length Mr. Vanderbilt 
was reported as saying that he was willing to 
wager $10,000 against $2,500 that if Edward and 
Swiveller were hitched up within 15 minutes they 
could not trot a mile in 2:18 Mr. Knapp was in- 
formed of this. He hurried to Mr. Work and ex- 
plained the situation. Then Mr. Work said that 
Mr. Knapp might aecept the wager offered by Mr. 
Vanderbilt. The few sporting men who were ac- 
quainted with what was going on were delighted, 
and were eager to Know what Mr. Vanderbilt 
would say when Mr. Knapp offered to put up 
$2,500 against his $10,000. They roared when in- 
formed that Mr. Vanderbilt had “ weakened.” 

When Edward and Swivelier were put under the 
shed the second heat in the third race between 
Wildflower, Meander, Lucy Walter, Ernest Mal- 
travers, and Senator Sprague was trotted. The 
favorite, Wildflower, easily won the heat and race 
in 2:2734, with Meander second and the rest dis- 
taneced. The time made by Wildflower did not 
fully come up to the expectations of her admirers, 
but they cheered her performance. The last race 
was for the Atlantic Stakes, $550, for foals of 1877, 
and was between Alden Goldsmith’s b. h. Barrett, 
by Chester Chief, out of Houston’s Clay, and J. L. 
Russell’s b.m. Lotta, by Florida, out of Kete Porter. 
The raca was wonintwo straight heats in 2:8114, 
2:3414, and 2:3834. L. D. Packer, the Secretary of 
the National Association of Trotting-horse Bbreed- 
ers, said that at last the association is on a firm 
footing. The trotting stock had been tried on its 
merits, and no combinations had been formed. 
The members of the association were highly flat- 
tered by the large attendance on each day of the 
meeting. To-morrow, it is expected, unusually fine 
trotting will be witnessed. Judge Tracy’s wonder- 
ful colt Alroy, which made a record of 2:2714 on 
Tuesday, will trot in the 3-year old, or under, race 
for the Everett House Stakes.
